Account OF A NEW CITY LATELY FOUNDED IN IT AL Y. 


С) N the 24th of May laf, the King of the Two Sicilies caufed ground to be marked 
out for building a new City, about a mile from Caferta, to be called San Lucia 

At the fame time a new Code of Laws for this City, framed by the King himfelf, was 
read to thofz by whom it is to be inhabited. Thefe at prefent are only manufacturers 
in different branches, and Soldiers of the regiment of Liparoiti, which has been 
difbanded in a late reform of the army. 
‘The fundamental principle of this new Code is equality of rank and condition, 
and atotal prohibition of all diftinétions in clothing, and every thing elfe, as far as 
it is рое to be effected. There is ما‎ be neither Geverncr nor Judge in this City, 
hut the difputes of the inhabitants are to be, inveftigated and decided by the head of 
ihe clergy, and the oldeft cf the pecple. We are told That every part of the Code dif- 
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An ACCOUNT of Dr. JOHN MOORE, and his WRITINGS, 
[ With a PORTRAIT. ] 


DR MOORE is fon of the Rev. Mr. 

Charles Moore, a clergyman of the 
Church of Scotland, highly efteemed for 
the purity of his manners and his amiabie 
difpofition. He was many years one of 
the Minifters at Stirling, in North Bri itain, 
where Dr. Moore, е only fon who 
farvived him, was born in the year 
43730. 

His mother was daughter to John An- 
deifon, Efq. of Dowhill, near Glafgow. 

On the death of her hufband, which 
happened feven or eight years after her 
marriage, this lady left Surling with her 
- enildren and returned to her native city of 
Glafgow, where the fortune left her by 
her father lay. 

She was a woman of a moft refpeStable 
character, diftinguilhed by the ftrength of 
her underftanding, her piety, and the be- 
nevolence of her heart, 

: Dr. Moore was educated at the Univer- 
fity of Glafgow, and began the ftudy cf 
medicine and furgery under the care of 
Dr. Gordon, an eminent practitioner in 
that city, attending the anatomical de- 
monfirations of Dr, Hamilton, and the 
medical 1 -Ctures of the celebrated Dr.Cul- 
len, at that time Profeflor of Medicine at 
Glafzow, and to whom Dr. Moore, as we 
underftand, is related. 

In the year 1747 the late Duke of Cum- 


berland commanded the allied army in 


Brabant; many Britifh ftudents of medi- 
Sine and furgery paffed over to that coun- 
ivy with a view to obfervethe practice, and 
act as mars inthe Military lofpitals, 


Mr. Moore adopted this meafure, and 
having been introduced by his relations 
at Gle yow to the prefent Duke of Argyle, 
then reprefentative j in Parliament for that 
city, and Lieutenant-Colerel of a regi- 
ment of foot ready to embark for Brabant, 
he accompanied him on board, and paff 
ed over under his protection to the Con- 
tinent. 

Having reached Maeftricht he attended 
the Militar y Hofpitals there, then full of 
wounded foldiers after the unfortunate 
battle of Laffeldt. 

Mr. Moore was foon after recommend. 
ed by the late Mr. Middleton, Dire&or- 
General of the Military Hofpitals, to the 
Earl of Albemarle, one of the Generals of 
the Duke's army, and Colonel of the Cold 
ftream Regiment of Foot Guards, then 
quartered at Flufiing, and commanded 
by the late Gencral Braddock, and was 
foon after detached from the hofpital to 
the affiftance of the furgeon of that regi- 
ment, in which there was an extraordinary 
fickne(s. 

Mr. Moore remained during the Au- 
tumn 1747 at Vluihing, and went the 
winter after with the Cold! Е m to Breda, 
where there were many Britith regiments 
then in garrifon. Early the fame {pring 
the allied army took the field; but the 
peace being concluded the fame fummer, 
Mr. Moore came to England in the tran. 
port with General Braddock. 

After remaining fome time in London, 
and attending the anatomical lectares of 
Dr. Hunter, Mr, Moore was advifed to go 

te 
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to Paris and attend the hofpitals and medi- 
calle&ures there ; a plan much in vogue 
in thole days, and confidered as highly 
proper for ftudents of medicine and fur- 


gay. t 
Mr. Moore went from London to Paris 


їп асотрапу with Sir William Fordyce, , 


who had aéted in Brabantas íurgeon's 
mate of the third regiment of Foot 
Guards when Mr. Moore belonged to 
the Coldfream. 

The Earl of Albemarle was-then Am- 
baffadar from the Court of GreatBritain to 
that of France, and foon after Mr. Moore's 
arrival at Paris appointed him furgeon to 
his houfeho!d. But as his Excellency 
lived in the houfe of the Marquis de Mi- 
repoix, which is near the Invalides, and 
at a great diftance from the hofpitals and 
medical colleges, Mr. Moore took lodg- 
ings nearer them, and vifited the ۰ 
dor's family only when his affiltance was 
required. t 

Having refided near two years at Paris, a 
propofal was made to him by Dr. Gordon, 
at Glafgow, that he fhould return to that 
eity and become a partner in his bufinefs. 
Mr. Moore's relations, as we have been 
told, all joined in preffing him to agree to 
this propofal, and he foon after left Paris 
and returned to London, where he remain- 
ed a few months for the purpofe of at- 
tendiug another courfe of Dr. Hunter's 
le&ures, and alfo thofe of Dr. Smellie, 
who then read le&tures on midwifery, 

He then returned to Gialgow and went 
into p ırtnerfhip with Dr. Gordon, which 
continued for two years, when Dr. Gor- 
don having received, a diploma from the 
Univerfitv acted. entirely as a phyfician, 
and Mr. Moore continued the bufinefs of 
furgeon, having affumed for partner the 
late Mr. Hamilton, profeffor of anatomy, 
inftead of Dr. Gordon. 

Mr. Moore married Mik Simfon, 
daughter of the Rev. Mr. Simíon, pro- 
feflor of divinity in the Univerfity of Glaf- 
gow; by this lady, who is ШШ alive, he 
has a daughter and five fons. 


In the year 1771 Mr. Moore attended , 


the late George Duke of Hamiicn in a 
confumptive diforder, of which, after a 
lingering ilinefs, he died. We never 
heard him mention this youth but in terms 
of admiration, and he hes recorded his 
extraordinary endowments in an infcrip- 
tion on his tomb in the family burying- 
place at Hamilton. The following {pring 
Dr. Moore obtained a diploma as Doctor 
of Medicine, from the Univeifity of GJai- 


gow, and was engaged by the Duchefs 
of Argyle to attend her fon, the prefent 
Duke of Hamilton, abroad as the compa- 
nion of his travels, with whom he accord- 
ingly {pent five years on the continent. 

At their return'Dr. Moore brought his 
family. from Glafgow to London ў and in 
the year 1779 he publifhed * A View of 
Society and Manners in France, Switzer- 
Jand,and Germany j” awork,of which there 
are at prefent feven editions, befides the 
Irifh editions, and the French, German, 
and ftalian Tranflations. Two years after, 
he publifhed a continuation of the fame 
work in two more volumes, intitled <“ A 
View of Society and Manners in Italy." 
__ The period which Dr, M. {pent abroad, 
Jt is probable, rendered him averfe to en- 
gagein general practice as a Phyfician, 
although he has always been confulted in 
that capacity by particular friends, 

In the year 1785 he publifhed his “ Me. 
dical Sketches,”a work favourably received 
by the public, though it is faid to have 
given offence to fome individuals of the 
profeffion. This, like all the other works 
of Dr. Moore,is free from perfonal fatire ; 
but fome truths are declared in this work, 
which a certain clafs of the Medicai Tribe 
have an intereft in concealing. 

A work intitled * Zeluco--Various Views 
of Human Nature,” is alfo imputed to Dr, 
Moore, though his name dogs not appear 
in the title-page.—Of this excellent per- 
formance, which increafes daily in reputae 
tion, we have fo recently given an account, 
that it is unneceffary to fay any thing fur- 
ther in this place. 

Dr. Moore's family confifts of his wife 
and daughter.

In this 
cafe, their own fetl ngs make them attend 
to the caufe of what they fuffer, and put 
them upon their guard айан receiving the 
like harm for tha. future. ** ‘The fame rule,” 
adds- thc Do&or, “ may be applied to the 
conduct oi the mind." — * Nature," fays he, 
in another place, 55 has wifely provided that 
we Боша not Agnd in fo much need of 
artificial education, as is commonly inizgin- 
$3; and trug wifdom wiil not take too much 


out of the hand of Nature," ==“ A paffion,'* 
fays Dr. Goldimith, “ which the prefent 
age is apt to run into, is to make children 
learn ali things, the languages, the {ciences, 
mufic, the exercifes, and painting. Thus a 
сапа focn becomes a talker in all but a 
matter in none. Не thus acquires a fuper- 
ficial fondnefs for every thing, and only 
fhews his ignorance when he attempts to 
exhibit his fili. The omais is always the 
nullus komo, а man of fhieds and patches و‎ 
and like Hartequin’s fnuff, tabac de mille 
Jflears, in every one fuperficial; a fciolift in 
literature, a'fophiit in philofophy, a dabbler 
in the arts. Yet what mighty promifes do 
not fome modern feminaries cf private edu- 
cation hold forth! ^ Serpens nifi ferpenten come- 
derit, nec fit draco fays fome whimtical 
writer. "Time and ,application, with the 
aiüftance of great powers of mind, can only 
realize what the modern profeffors of educa- 
ion айе@ to teach, The general iyitem of 
education in England proceeds upon this 
principle: That all boys, the fons of perfona 
cf fortune, are to have claffical learning, 
to enable them, if poffible, to defpife the 
inclegancies atid the mechanical parts of 
their bufinefs or profeffion. EBooks are put 
into their hands which acquaint them, in 
the Roman tongue though, with the debau- 
cheries of young men of their age, and tie 
complete careleifnefs they fhould live in of 
expence and regularity. A very ingenious 
gentleman, the late Mr. Day, has еей 
what Golcfmith, in his effay, long ago wifhed 
to fee cone. He has endeavoured to lift the 
paffions on the fide of prudence and virtue; 
aud has publifhed fome books from which 
the rifing generation may receive much ad-. 
vantage The heroes cf his tales are not 
iiways men of rank or of fortune; he has 
tavent what wi be of equal ufe to the 
mechanic zs the nobleman, to the proicffor 
as we as to the plcughroan.

grand-daughter of Sir Robert Logan, by whom

He fpent very little time in England, 
though he correfponded frequently with 
Drayton and Ben lonfon; the latter of 
whom had fo great refpeét for his abilities, 
and fo ardent a defire to fee him, that at the 
age of forty-five he walked to Hawthorne 
den to vifit him.

9m an ingenious little volume, of which a few copies only have been printed and 
у, entitled, *€ Curfory Remarks on fome of the ancient Englith Poets, particu, 
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nature, and his verfes are delicately harmo- 
nious. As his poems are not eafily met 
with, and have perhaps by many readers 
never been heard of, a few extraéts may be 
excufed, 

On the death of Henry Prince of Wales 
in 16:2, Drummond wrote an elegy, entitled, 
>» Tears on the Death of Mocliades;" a 
name which that prince had ufed in all his 
challenges of martial STUNT as the anagram 
of “ Miles а Deo." In this рост are lines, 
according to Denham's terms, as ftrong, 2s 
deep, as gentle, and as full, as any of his 
or Waller's. The poet lamcnts the fate of 
the prince, that he dizd not in fome gloricus 
caufe of war: ** againft the Turk,” he fays,

Of thefe two ptcms of Drummond it is 
obfervable, that the firt was written in 
1612 و‎ thelaft in 1617, Тһе earlieft piece 
of Waller is that to the king on his navy in 
3625. The piece in which Sir John ae 
ham’s greateft force lies, Cooper’s Hill, wa 
not written till 1640. The harmony of 
Drummond therefore, at a time when thole 
who are ufually called the firk introducers of 
a fmooth and polifhed verfification had not 
yet begun to write, is an honour to him that 
thould never be forgotten. Nor is his cx- 
cellence half enough praifed or acknowledged, 

Drummond and Petrarca had this in come 
mon, that each lamented, firit the cruelty, 
and then the lofs of his miftrefs; fo that 
their fonnets are alike naturally divided into 
two parts; thofe befcre, ana thofe after their 
feveral miftreffes deaths. It may juftly be 
doubted, that among all the fonretteers in 
the Englith language any one is to be pre- 
ferro to Drummond,—i1e nas (cwn in fome 
of thefe compofitions neariy the fpirit of 
Petrarca himfelf. ОҒ each period one is kere 
iní&rted.

MEMOIRS of D. GEORGE CLEGHORN 


FNR. CLEGHORN was born of reputa- 
А ble parents, at Granton, in the p3- 
rifh of Cramond, near Edinburgh, on the 
8th of December, 1716. His father 0 
AR 1719, and left a widow and five children. 
George, who was the youngeft fon, received 
the rudiments of his education in the gram- 
mar fchool of Cramond, and in the year 
1728 was fent to Edinburgh to be further 
inftru&ed in the Latin, Greek, and French ; 
where, to a fingular proficiency in thefe lan- 
guages, he added a confiderable {tock of ma- 
thematical knowledge. 

In the beginning of the year 1731 he re. 
folved to ftudy phyfic and furgery, and had 
the happinefs of being placed under the tui- 
tion of the late Dr. Alexander Monro, a name 
that will be revered in that univerfity as long 
as fcjence {hall be cherifhed and culi- 
vated. 

This great profeffor was efteemed by all, 

but moft by thofe who were mere immedi- 
ately under his dire&ion, It was the lot of 
Young Cleghorn to live under his roof ; and 
in one of his letters his pupil appeared to 
dwell with peculiar pleafure upon this cir- 
Cumftance; obferving, that ** bis am'able 
“© manners and unremitting activity in уто 
* moting the public welfare, endeared him 
** to all bis acquaintance, but more particu- 
< larly to thofe who lived under his roof, 
“ and had daily opportunities of admiring 
“t the fwectnefs of his converfation, and the 
©“ invariable benignity of his difpofition.” 
‚„ For five years he continued to profit by the 
inftru&ion and example of his excellent 
Matter, vifiting patients in company with 
him, : nd ай пе at the diffections in the ana- 
tomical theatre ; at the fame time he attend- 
ed in their turn the le€tures in botany, ma- 
teria medica, chemiftry, and the theory and 
Practice of medicine; and by extraordinary 
diligence he attraéted the notice of all his 
Prcceptors, 

On Dr. Fothergill’s arrival from England 
at this univerfity, inthe year 1733, Dr. Clag- 


horn was introduced to his acquaintance, 
and foon became his infeparable companion. 
Thefe twin pupils then ttudied together the 
fame branches of fcience, under the fame 
matters, with equal ardeur and fuccefs ; they 
frequently met to compare the notes they had 
collected from the profeffors, and te commu. 
nicate their refpeCtive obfervations, Their 
moments of relaxation, if that time can be 
calicd relaxation which is devoted to focial 
itudies, were fpent in a felect fociety of fel- 
low-ftudents,of «vhich Fothergill, Ruffel, and 
Cuming, were affociates ; a fociety once in- 
corporated under the name of The Royal 
Medical Society of Edinburgh. 

Early in the усаг 1736, when young Cleg- 
horn had fcavcely entered inte his twentieth 
year, fo great had been his progrefs, and fo 
high a character had he acquired, that at the 
recommendation of Dr. St. Clair he was ap- 
pointed furgeon in the 22d regiment of foot, 
then ftationed ip Minorca, under the come 
mand of Gen. St. Clair. 

During a refidence of thirteen years in 
that ifiand, whatever time could be fpared 
from attending the duties of his ftation, he 
employed cither in inveftigating the nature 
of epidemic difeafes, or in gratifying the paf- 
fion he carly imbibed for anatomy, frequent- 
ly difie&ting human bodies, and thofe of 
apes, which he procured from Barbary, and 
comparing their ftructure with the defcrip- 
tions of Galen and Vefalius, In thefe pur- 
fuits he was much affifted by his correfpon- 
dent Dr. Fothergill, who he acknowledges 
was indefatigable in fearching the London 
fheps fer fuch bocks as Пе wanted, and in 
forwarding them by the cailiett and bef op- 
portunities. ~ 

in 1749 he left Minorca, and came to Ire- 
land with the 22d regiment ; andin autumn 
1750 he went to London, and, during his pub- 
lication of ** The Difeafes of Minorca,’’attend- 
ed Dr, Hunter's anatomical 166 цгеѕ, in the 
publication of his book be was materially af, 
fitted by Dr. Fathergill, 
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f this work the following eulogium has 
been pronounced by a competent judge: “ It 
forms a juft model for the imitation of future 
medical writers : it not only exhibits an ac- 
curate ftate of the air, but a minute detail of 
the vegetable produ&ions of the ifland و‎ and 
concludes with medical obfervations, im- 
portant in every point of view, and in fome 
inftances either new, or applied in, a manner 
which preceding practitioners had not ad- 
mitted.” It is a modern pra&ice, for which 
we are indebted to Dr. Cleghorn, to recom- 
mend acefcent vegetables in low, remittent, 
and putrid fevers, and the early and copious 
exhibition of bark, which had been inter- 
‘dicted from miitaken facts, deduced from 
falfe theories. 

In 1751 the Do&or fettled in Dublin; 
and, inimitation of Monro and Hunter, began 
to give annual courfes of anatomy. 

A few years after his coming to: Dublin 
he was admitted into the univerfity as lectu- 
rerin anatomy, In the ycar;1784, the College 
of Phyficians there elected him an honorary 
member ; and fince that time, from lecturer 
in anatomy he was made profeffor ; and had 
likewife the honour of being one of the ori- 
ginal members of the Irifh Academy for pro- 
inoting arts and fciences, which is now etta- 
blifhed by Royal authority. In 1777, when 
the Royal Medical Society was eftablifhed at 
Paris, he was nominated a fellow of it. 

In one of his epiftles to Dr. Cuming, he 
modettly concluded, © My greateft ambition 
** js to be reputed a well-meaning member 
© of fociety, who wifhed to be ufeful in his 
** ftation ; and who was always of opinion, 
* that honefty is the beft policy; and that 
© a good name is better than riches.” 

Jn another letter to the fame friend, writ- 
ten in 1785, he fays, “ In the year 1772, in- 
** ereafing bufinefs and declining health oblig- 
“© ed me to commit the chief care of my an- 
* nual anatomical courfe, for the inftru@ion 
“of ftudents in phyfic and furgery, to my 
** favourite pupil Dr. Purcell, who bas not 
** only kept it up ever fince, but improved it 
“fo as to advance its reputation and his 
“own ; yet fliil I continue to read, as I 
** have done for upwards of twenty years, to 
* a crowded audience, a fhort courfe of lec-

© gans to their refpective modes of life: this 
“ affords me an opportunity of exciting in 
* my hearers an eager defire for anatomical 
“ knowledge, by füewing them a variety of 
* elegant preparations, and of raifing their 
* minds from tüe creature to the Creator, 
* whofe power, wifdorn, and goodnefs, is na 
“© where difplayed to greater advantage than 
'* in the formation of animals.” 

About 1774, on the death of his only bro- 
ther in Scotland, he fent for his furviving fas 
mily, confifting of the widow and nine chil. 
dren, and fettled them in Dublin under his 
own eye, that he might have it more in his 
power to afford them that protection and 
affiftance which they might ftand in need of, 
His elder nephew William * he educated in 
the medical profcffion ; but after giving him 
the bet education which Europe could af- 
ford, and getting him joined with himfelf in 
the le&urefhip, the Doctor's pleafing hopes 
were той unfortunately fruftratcd. by the 
young gentleman’s death, which happened 
about 1784. Не died univerfally and fin- 
cerely regretted by all who knew him, on ac- 
count cf his uncommon abilities, and moft 
amiable di{pofition. 

Dr. Cleghorn, with an acquired indepen- 
dence, devoted his moments of-lafure from 
the feverer ftudies of his profeffion to farm- 
ing and horticulture,

But his attention to this employment did 
notleffen his care of nis relations, who, from a 
grateful and affectionate regard, looked up to 
him as a parent; the duties of which flation 
he fo tenderly filled up, as to induce Dr.

Many have 
alfo enquired into the reafons why it fhould 
be fo prevalent here, while it is not аса fo on 
the Continent. Amidî the various fources 
which combine to produce this great evil, 
there is one that Rrikes me in a very forcible 
manner, as having fwept away the only 
powerful remedy ever provided for preventing 
Wounded minds from finking into defpair 
And tlie gulph of perdition. 

The peculiar excellency of the Chrifjian 
religion, above all others, is in nothing more 
@pparent than in affording comfort and con- 
folation to the diftreffed under every fpecies 
of affiéion. But while Chriftianity opens 
thofe confolatory profpeéts which alone can 
revive the diftreffed mind, knowing alfo that 
1۲ muft be incapable of laying hold of them, 
While hurried to and fro on the waves of 
trouble, it has inftituted a diviner fpecies of 
friendfhip than had ever bsen known in the 
World. When afflicted in a fevere manner 
through their follies 2nd vices, Chriftians ate 
directed ** to confefs their faults one to ano- 
ther," Bur how noble and divine feever the 
faithfulnefs of the Chriftians in the early ages 
Was to each other; yet it muft be allowed, 
that we cannot, fafely trutt the fecrets of our 
hearts to our brethren in thefe degenerate days. 
Friendfhip on Chriftian principles, and tuch 
Аз was common in the primitive times, is 
Now a rarity which would weary the mind 
in fearching for it, , Senfible of this gradual 
declenfion in Chriftian friendíhip, fome of 
the Fathers of the Church appointed a new 
in itution, or rather enlarged the apoitolical 
commandment, by ordaining aurigular con- 
Felon. І am apprehenüve.tbat fome readers 
Wili here exclaim againft me, as being an ad- 
vocate for the do&trines of papery з but I af- 
fure them that no one is a ficmer friend to 
the general principles cf the Reformation, and 
the do&rine and difcipline of the church of 
England than myfelf, though 1 cannot fhut 
my eyes againít thofe difadvantages which re- 
fulted from the pious zeal of our firft Re- 
formers, Among thofe difadvantages,' T cannot 
help reckoning the abolithing of conf оп. 5 
Which a careful obfervation of human nature, 
and of the wants of mankind, muft have de- 
Clared neceffary, falutary, and every way be- 
Neficial, There is nothing adds more to 
Mental diftrefs, than to be obliged to keep it 
Clofe concealed within our own bofoms, for 
Want of a friend to whom we may apply for 
advice, and who will unfold to us thofe trea- 
tures of confoiation which are yielded by our 
holy religion, But unlefs we have an af- 
!ürance that the friend we apply to may be 
trofted fafely, who would run the rifgue of 
"PIS difcovered and expofed to the whole 
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circle of one’s acquaintance ? And fo difficult 
is it even for a perfon of the niceft difcern- 
ment, and of the fhrewdeft obfervation, to 
find a friend of uniform veracity, that we 
choofe rather to {mother our fuiferings, like 
a concealed fire, within our own breatts, than 
to endanger our reputation by a difcovery. 

None аге fo proper to apply to in fuch 
cafes as thofe who are fet apart by our reli- 
gion as it& difpenfers in. this ftate of imper- 
fe&ion. It is thought highly neceffary that 
there fhould be properly qualified perfons to 
make the difeafes of tha corporeal frame their 
ftudy ; and for thefame reafons we plead the 
neceflity that there Mould be (piritual phyfi- 
cians, to fludy the vaffions of the foul, and 
to be able to apply fuch remedies as its dif- 
eafes may ftand in need of. Confidering, 
however, the propenfity there is in man to 
difcover what he knows to others, the men 
who are thus appropriated to the niceft of 
ail employments, ought to be guarded by 
oaths and penalties from a poffibility of re- 
vealing what is difcovered to them, except 
in cafes where the public body or private in- 
dividuals would be endangered by the cons 
cealment. 

Tam fenfible that this inftitution has been 
{айу corrupted, and been made the fource 
of much evil by the modern church of 
Rome; but furely the abufe of any thing 
can be no good argument againít the thing 
и. Scarce any inflitution, whether civil 
or religious, has fubfifted for amy length of 
time, without being perverted from its 
original intention و‎ and even chriftianity its 
felt has futiered in every part of its doctrines, 
by the rafh zeal or defigned malice of fome 
of its followers. 

Many a poor wretch, who has plunged 
himfelf into irretrievable ruin, might have 
lengthened out a ufeful life, if he had been 
able to have unbofomed himfelf, with fate 
confidence, to fome good man, experienced 
in the ways of the world, the varieties of 
temptation, and the powers of confolation. 
And when a man's mind is pending, as it 
were, between the power of confcience and 
fome alluring fin; it in the dangerous con- 
Йі he could apply to a fpiritual counfellor, 
it is more than probable that vice would 
lofe a convert, and heaven would gain a 
fon. 

So Eikewife, when a poor profligate bee 
gins to feel the fevere accufations of con= 
Їсізпсе, and the intolerable weight of guilt 
upon his mind; what a chance would there 
be of his repentance and falvation, if he could 
fefely contult fome perfon who might lead 
him back to virtue and to peace? For my 
part, the more I obferve the weaknefs of 
human nature, when balanced againft fuch 
am 
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an innumerable force of temptations, end 
svith how much difficulty human fortitude 
can preferve itfelf in a tea of troubles, the 
more Í am convinced Vf the neceffity of this

Mr. Dempfíter procecds to relate the 
proceedings of the fociety, and to give 
many ufetul hints for the improvements 
of ihe Highlands, the extention of the 
fifheries on the Britifh coatts, and the pre- 
vention of emigration, He is well ac- 
quainted with the aéinal fituation, man- 
ners, and cuftoms of ali ranks of men 
in the country which it is his object. to 
improve; he has feen and made many jus 
dicious obfervations on the ftare of ccan- 
tries farther advanced in cultivation; and 
from theft, with natural fagacity and 
good fente, he draws the remedies he pro- 
poles for the evils fuffered or apprehended 
in the northern parts of this iland; and 
the means of adding greatly to the induf- 
try, weaith, population, and general hap- 
pinefs and fecurity of the Britifh nation. 
—As a fpecimen of this ufeful pamphlet, 
we hall extraét what follows on the fub- 
ject of “ perfonal fervices, which for~ 
merly made part of the tenure of all the 
lands in Europe, andare litle known row 
in any part of Great Britain but in Scot- 
land. Fhe tenant was annually obliged 
to perform many of the menial, and all 
the predial, fervices of his fuperior. 
Геі conitituted part of the rent which he 
paid for his land and proteStion ; but fince 
the introduction of induftry and agricul- 
tore, thefe fervices have been gradually 
ducontinued. In England they have 
ccafed entirely, and in many parts of the 
low countrygef ‘Scotland they exift in a 
` yery 
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very limited degree; but they are found 
ic prevail very generally as we go farther 
,الا منز‎ "Yo reprefent thele fervices as ор- 
piclfive to the peopl, would be invidious. 
People feldom feel that as cppréilive to 
winch they and their anccftois have been 
invariably accuftomied to fubmit, more 
efpeciallyywhen the oppreffivene!s of the 
fvítem is mitigated and corrected in its 
exercife, by a people rema:kable-for hu- 
fnanity, which the Highland gentlemen 
undoubtedly are. 1 have no doubt, how- 
ever, that in an enlightened age, hke the 
prefent, thefe fervices wiil foon be ۱1600۰ 
tinued. For they will be found fill more 
prejudicial to the proprictor on whole ef- 
tate they are exacted, than to the tenant 
who-perforims them, They occupy a 
great proportion of the tenant's timo, and 
this time may be confidered as time lott 
both to the mafter and tenant. For the 
tenant cannot work for himfelf, and he 
will not work hard for lis matter. So 
that the induftry of the country is rather 
chained up than employed, infomuch that, 
wherever perlonal íervices are found to 
prevail, the people are poor, the land is 
all cultivated, and the rents ill paid. Gen- 
tlemeu begin now to convert thefe fer- 
vices or to commute them for money, 
wlich is always productive of good. 
Perhaps it would be fill wifer in the pro- 
prietor to ао thefe fervices, without 
any compenfation except what wouid re- 
fult confequentially from the future im- 
provement of their eftates; for many of 
the tenants are reduced, by the prefent 
fyftem of letting our land, to fuch a 
wretched fate of poverty, that they pre- 
ег any condition to an immediate aug 
mentation of а moncy-rent, which they 
ice no profpc&t of being able to pay. The 
fame obfervations are nearly applicable 
to exactions of KANE, or a certain nums 
ber of pcul.ry to be paid by cach tenants 
for, though every farm can maintain 
with cafe a few poultry, yet, when more 
muil oe maintained, the injury they do to 
the firm :5 very great; for either the 
poultry muğ be left at large, and then 
they deftroy the growing corn, or fhut up 
and maintained with the produce of the 
former crop, It would be found better 
coconemy, were tbe proprietor to buy the 
precife quantity of povltry his family re- 


quires, than be obliged to receive the, 


jarge quantities of them which are fre- 
eucntly poured in upon him by his te- 
pants before harvelt. Were thefe vexa- 
teus conditions now annexed to farms 
ence аро! Фей, the contequence would 
te, amor dudden change jn the ftua- 
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tion ‘of cur farmers than can be еа 
believed tii] the experiment. fhall once 
be fairly tricd ; for induftrious day-la- 
bourers would foon fupply the place of 
thet bondfinen ; the little tenants thema 
felves would employ their fpare time, in 
working for wages, and той of our 
country work would be done by the 
piece.” 

As to the Reflections of Mr. Gray, in» 
troduced into the prefent publication by 
Mr: Dempfter wiih jutt praife, they are 
evidently the offspring of а mind natu- 
raliy lively, pencirating, and fagacious, 
and ftored with a variety of ufeful Кпом 
ledge derived from books as well as ace 
tual obfervation on the affairs and prefent 
ftate of the world.—** What 15 chiefly 
wanted,” fays Mr. Gray, ** on the north- 
welt coal of Scotland is, to collect the 
weak and feattered rays of indultry, and 
to bring them, for the greater public uti- 
lity, into one focus, When we with to 
revive a five nearly extinguifhed, we care- 
fnily fele& the live embers, and place 
them clofe to each other as the moft 
natural expedient for kindhng a new 
flame whieh may afierwards fpread 
widely of itfelf, if the materials be abun- 
dant. Where are the materials for in- 
dutîry fo abundant as on the пог уе 
coatt of Scotland? thcrefore feeble in- 
dufry ought there to be brought clofe to 
feeble induftry, by which means, like the 
heat arifing from live embers in contact, 
induftry would be reciprocally communi- 
cated and augmented, Contignity among 
workinen not only promotes indufti y but 
rivalfhip, and induliry and rivalfhip pro- 
duce expertuefs ; therefore it may I think 
be juftiy prefumed, that if all the fither- 
men at prefent fcattered along the wettern 
сол of Scotland were collected into one 
fifhing town, they would thereby fo great- 
ly improve in induftry and expertnefs, 
that at the end of the year their gains 
would be much greater than now they 
are, though their labour were to be lefs. £ 
fay their gains would be greater, though 
their labour were lefs for a man, will 
cut more wood with an ax in half an 
hour, than twenty men with a knife in a 
whele day; and folitary induftry often 
wafles much time in inefficient labour, 
15 there half fo much labour employed in 
mercantile enterprises and natal cxertions 
in the twenty {mall fifüng towns on the 
fouth coaft of Fife put together as in the 
fingle town of Dundee? Were the inha- 
bitants: of Glafgow to be feparated into 
forty fmall maritime villages, the amount 
of the imdvfry carried on by them in 
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thofe villages would probably not be fo 
conliderable as it is at pre(ent, where the 
converfation and example of one neigh- 
bour not only animates another, but tends 
to make him more expert; and inexpert- 
nefs rendered expert is the fame thing in 
manual labour as barren ground rendered 
fertile is in agriculture. ‘Fhe French pof- 
fefs on the Mediterranean a coalt upwards 
of three hundred miles in extent, with fe- 
Veral haibours; yet they deem it good 
Policy ta. confine the whole of their Le- 
Vant trade to the port of Marfeilles; and 
10 can hardly be queitioned but that fuch 
а linitation has contributed greatly to 
extend that trade, both in refpeét to the 
lipping, and in тебреб to the manufac- 
tures of cloth in the provinces of Langue- 
doc and Provence.

Commons of appropriating one million a 
year towards the reduction of our na tonal 
debt. He recommended a review of our 
Revenue Laws, and the adoption of a 
fyttem 1015 burthenfome to commerce and 
troublcfome to our traders, and called the 
attention of the nation to the {tate of our 
Briüfh Fifheries. The minifter fuifered 
a committee to be named, to enquire into 
this lak fource of national wealth. То 
that committee it appeared, that the belt 
way of improving the Fifheries was to 
encourage the inhabitants living neareft to 
the feat of them to become fifhers; and it 
being found that the North Weitern coa(ts 
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of the kingdom, though abounding with 
filh an& with fine harbours, was utterly 
deftitute of towns; under the aufpices of 
tha: committee a fociety was formed for 
buying land and planting towns in thofe 
parts. The [tle of Mull, Loch Broom, 
the Ifle of Skyand of Cannay, have already 
been pitched upon as proper fituations for 
fome of thefe towns. The progrefs of 
fuch an undertaking from its nature mult 
be flow, but (till flower when carried on 
with a limited capital arifing from the fub- 
feriptions of a few public-fpitited indivi- 
duals. But it is not to be doubted but 
thatit wili ultimately tend tothe encreafe of 
our fifher'es, and to the improvement of the 
Highland part of this kingdom. Its tenden- 
cy is alfoto leffen the emigration of a brave 
and induitrious race of inhabitants, too 
many of whom have already removed with 
their families to America. Mr, Dempfter, 
we are informed, has determined now to 
retire from public life and to live as а 
private gentleman, and to cultivate his pa- 
ternal eftate, which he had hitherto too 
much negleted.—He is employed in in- 
clofing and planting his fields, draining a 
lake, and building a village. 

Mr. Jenn Gray, Author of the Re- 
fic&ions fubjoined, in this publication, to 
Mr. Demptter's Difcourfe, бос. was born 
in thg county of Fife in North Britain, 
He exhibited early marks of genius 
which procured him the notice and pza- 
tronage of fcveral peopleof dittin&tion.

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lovereign, inconfiftency and capriciouf- 


nels; in the (је, Фәй and dif- 
affection. It debafes and enervates the 


mind, deftroys good faith, and every vir- 
tue, and by means of oppreffion on the 
one hand, and а defire of change on the 
Other, prepares the way for the molt 
dangerous and fatal revolutions. Mild 
and free governments, on the contrary, 
{есите poileffions and honours, ftimulate 
exertion, nourilh hope, and attach the 

uman heart to the authority of guardian 
and equal laws, with a kind of filial con- 
dence and affection. 

* Forms of government are not ex- 
€mpted from that change and revolution to 
which Fate has deltined every thing that 
1s human. But that their duration may be 
prolonged to the latet poffible period, it is 
Proper, on every occalion of deviation, to 
reduce them, as nearly as they can be 
reduced-by political witdom, to their firt 
Principles. This, in governments that 
depend on fear, and a tuperttitious reve-

with materials of eafy ufe, and if well ar-

AN farther enquiries concerning the 
right wi ich John de Muris тау have to 
this important invention feem ufeleis, as it 
is fo fully and clearly renounced in favour 
of another, by the only perfon who was 
thought to have a fair claim to it. 

Franco was a native of Cologne, who 
began to flourifh, as a man of cience, in 
1047, and died about 1083. 

Other writers on mulical meafure fub-

particularly our | countryman Walter 
Odington, Rober: ds Handio, and John 
de Minis, a celebrated and voluminous

{eript are preferved in all the principal 
hbrarics of Europe. 

Dr. Burney, after giving a critical and 
ample account of Franco's fcarce and cue 
rious tract, which entitles him to the m= 
vention of characters for the duration of 
found, fays, 

<“ More pains have been taken to point 
out and explain the mufical do&trines of 
Guido and Franco than of any other thro- 
rifts of the middle ages ; their traéts hav- 
ing been regarded as original inititutes, 
which fucceeding writers have done little 
more than copy orcomment. Jolin Cot- 
ton is the commentator of Guido, as Ro- 
bert de Handlo is of Franco; and John 
de Muris, in b's Speculum Mufice, is lit- 
tle more. However, in the fucceeding 
century, Profdocimus de Beldemandis 
wrote an expofition of the doétrines con- 
tainedin the Pra@ica Menfurabilis Can- 
tus of John de Muris; ana thus we go 
on from age to age, reviving old opinions, 
and adding little to the common and limi- 
ted {tock of human knowledge !

<“ We had the honour and comfort,” 
fays Mrs. Piozzi; * of fceing all from a 
galley belonging to a noble Venetian Bra- 
gadin; whofe civilities to us were fingu- 
larly kind as well as extremely polite. 
His attentions did not ceafe with the 
morning fhow, which we fhared in com- 
mon with numbers of fafhionable peo- 
ple that filled his fhip, and partook of his 
profufe elegant refrefhments; but he fol- 
lowed us after dinner to the houfe of our 
Englifh friends, and took fix of us to- 
gether in a gay bark, adorned with his 
arms, and rowed by eight gondoliers in 
fuperb liveries, made up for the eccafon 
to match the boat, which was hke them 
white, blue, and filver, a flag of the fame 
cclours flying from the fern, till we ara 
rived at the Corfo; fo they cali the piace 
of contention where the rowers exert their 
{КШ and ingenuity; and numberiets oars 
dafhing the waves at once, make the only 
agitation of. which the fea feems capable ; 
while ladies, now no longer drefied im 
black, bet ornamented with all their jewels,

imitaBon of which, it is dad, ths calla 
iticlf the very identical vetlel wherein 
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Pope Alexander performed the original 
ceremony in the year 1171 ; and though, 
perhaps, not a whole plank of that old 
gailey can be now remaining in this, fo 
eften careened, repaired, and adorned 
fice thattime, I fee nothing ridiculous in 
declaring that it is the fame Йир; any 
more than in fying the oak I planted an 
acorn thirty ycars ago, is thc fame tree H 
faw {pring up then a littie twig, which 
not even a modern fceptic will deny ; 
though he takes fo much pains to. per- 
fuade plain folks ont of ther own exift- 
ence, by laughing us out of the dull 
notion that he who dies a withered oid 
fellow at fourfcore, mould ever be confi- 
dered as the me perfon whom his mo- 
ther brought. forth a pretty little plump 
baby eighty years before—when, fays 6 
cunningly, you are forced yourfelf to 
confefs, that his mother, who died four 
months afterwards, would not know him 
again now; though while fhe lived, he 
was never out of her arms,

jon fays Browne did, from one ‘place 
where he faw littl, to another where he 
íaw по more—ihan write books to con- 
found common fenfe, and make men raife 
up doubts of a Being to whom they muft 
one day give an account. 

s We will return to the Bucentoro,which, 
as its name imports, holds two hundred 
people, and is heavy befides with fta- 
tues, columns, &c. the top covered 
with crimfon velvet, and the fides enli- 
vened by twenty-one oars on each hand, 
Muíeal performers attend in another 
barge, while foreigners in gilded pajots 
increafe the general fhow. Mean iime, 
the veel that contains the doge, &c. 
carries him {lowly out to fea, where in 
prefence of his fenators he drops a plain 
gold ring into the water, with  thefe 
words, Defpoafanus te, Mare, in fignum 
veri perbetuiaue domini *. 

From Venice our fair traveller croffes 
the Po to Ferrara; and pafles through 
the forrowful and melancholy-looking 
town of Bologna to the delightful city 
of Florence; “ clambering up moun- 
** tains covered with fnow, and viewing 
** with amazement the little valles be- 
* tween, where, after quitting the fummer 


“ fealon, all glowing with heat, and 
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i fpread into verdure, they found cher« 
** ry trees in bloflom ; oaks and walnuts 
** fcarcely beginning to bud.” The na- 
ture of the climate of this place mutt be 
very extraordinary; for Mrs, Piozzi in- 
forms,us, that it produces cherries, in the 
London ftreet-phrate, Hke plums, each of 
them weighing an ounces and that its 
penetrating fire is fo violent, that fhe ufed 
no other method of heating the pinching- 
irons to cur] her hair, than that of poking 
them out at а fouth window with the 
handles fhut down. 

From Florence, once the head. quarters 
of painting, fculpture, and architecture, 
our traveller proceeded through the cele- 
brated vale of Arno to Lucca, and from 
thence to Риз, Leghorn, Sienna and 
Rome; but every obfervation and re- 
flection made during this progrefs appcare 
to be tin&ured by Cimmerian darknefs ; 
a degree of infpiration, however, feems 
to return on her arrival at Naples, of 
which fhe gives the following defcrip- 
tion : 

** On the tenth day of this month we 
arrived early at Naples, for I think it was 
abeut two o’clock in the morning; and 
fure the providence of God preferved us, 
for never was fuch weather feen by me 
fince 1 сате into the world; thunder, 
lightning, ftorm at fea, rain and wind, 
contending for maftery, and combining 
to extinguifh the torches bought to light 
us the laft ftage : Vefuvius, vomiting fire, 
and pouring torrents of red hot lava 
down its fides, was the only obje& vifi- 
ble; and that we faw plainly in the af- 
ternoon thirty miles off, where I ifked a 
Francifcan triar, lf it was the famous 
volcano? ** Yes,” replied he, ** that's our 
mountain, which throws up monty for us, 
by calling foreigners to fee the extraordina- 
ry effe&is of fo furpring a phenomenon,” 
‘The weather was quiet thea, and we had no 
notion of paffing fuch a horrible night; 
but an hour after dark, a ftorm came on, 
which was really dreadful to endure,” or 
even look upon: the blue lightning, 
whoíe colour fhewed the nature of the 
enginal minerals from which fhe drew 
her exiftence, fhone round us in a broad 
expanfe from time to time, and fudden 
darknefs followed in an inftant: no ob- 
ject then but the fiery river could be feen, 
till another flafh difcovered the waves 
tofling and breaking, at a height I never 
faw before. 

** Nothing fure was ever more fublime or 
awful than our entrance into Naples at

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the dead hour we arrived, when not a 
whifper was to be heard in the firects, 
and not a glimpfe of light was left to 
guide us, except the fmall lamp hung now 
and then at a high window before a far 
vourite image of the Virgin. 

“ My poor maid kad by this time nearly 
loft her wits with terror, and the French 
valet, crufhed with fatigue, and covered 
with rain and fea-fpray, had juk life 
enough left to exclaim,— Áh, Madame! 
21 me femble que nous [ommes venus icy 
expres pour voir là la fin du monde *." 

The Ville de Londres inn was full, 
and could not accommodate our family و‎ 
but calling up the people of the Crocelle, 
we obtained a noble apartment, the wine 
dows of which look full upon the cele- 
brated bay which wathes the wall at cur 
door, Caprea lies oppofite the drawing- 
Toom or gallery, which is magnificent ; 
and my bed-chamber commands a com- 
plete view of the mountain, which I va- 
lue more, aud which called me the firft 
niel t twesty times away from fleep and 
Гаррет, tnough never fo in want of both as 
ät that moment furely.

His life was arranged with foch methodi- 
cal exadinefs, that he rofe, ftudied, chat- 
ted, Пере, and dined at the fame hours for 
fifty ycars together, enjoying uninters 
rupted health, which prebably gave him 
that happy fweetnefs of temper, or habi- 
tual gentiene!s of manners, which never 
fuffered itietf to be ruled, but when his 
fole injunction was forgotten, and the 
death of any perfon whatever veas unwi e 
tingly mentioned before him, No folic = 
tation had ever prevailed on him to dire 
from home, nor ha:l his neareft intimates 
ever feen him egt more than a bifcuit wi.h 
his lemonade, every meal being perform. 
ed with even тутой privacy tothe lift, 
Wher his end approached by fteps fo very 
rapid, he did nct in the leafl fuipect that 
it was coming; and Mademouelie Mare 
unas has (сагсеіу yet done rejoicing in the 
thought that he eleaped the preparations 
he fo dreaded, His early pafiion for а ce, 
lebrated finger is well keown upon the 
coninent ; dince that affair бта, all 
his pleattrres have been confined to mufic 
and converfation. He had the fatisfaciion 
of feeing the feventieth edition of his 
woiks J think they faid, but am afhamed, 
to copy out the number from my own 
notes, it feems fo very firange; and the 
delight he took in hearing the lady he 
lived with fing his fongs, was vifible to 
every опе. An Malian Abate here faid, 
comically enough, ** Oh! he looked like 
а man in the [tate of beatification always 
when Mademeifelle de Martinas accom. 
panied his verfes with her fine voice and 
brilliant nger,” The father of Metattafia 
was a goldimith at Rome, but his fon 
had fo devoted himfelf to the family he 
lived with, that he refufed to hear, and 
took pains not to know, whether he 
had in his-latter days any one relatiog 
left in the world. On a character fo fin- 
ular I leave my readers to make their 
own obfervatiouy ала refledions.”

EATHEN gentlemen whofe profeffions 
YY have called them forth into aétive 
fcenes of life, and engaged them almolt 
in one perpetual round of hurry, butle, 
change of fituation, and occafionally con- 
fequent confufion, take the pen in hand 
to communicate their ideas to their friends 
on fubjcéts, however important; we muit 
not expe& from them, that regular atten- 
tion to method, that juk arrangement of 
arguments and facts, that precifion, nor, 
in fine, that correctnefs, which are to be 
found in the works of learned and ftu- 
cious men, who have leiure to revife, 
correct and improve their rough manu- 
feripts before they fend them to the 
prefs, 

This is exactly the cafe with refpect to 
the two volumes of Letters before us ; and 
us we moft heartily concur in opinion with 
the writer, ** that authors deferve thanks 
as well as criticifm for their labours,” we 
wil} take it upon us to return him fincere 
thanks on the part of the publte for much 
uteful information from Barbary, rejpeci- 
ing the prefent ftate of the Moors, the 
Emperor of Morocco, his ccurt, govern- 
ment, &c. which was much wanted, and 
is very fausfactory. With refpect to cri- 
ticifm, the author bimielf fallin fema 
meafure be our guide—** In {uch a cor- 
refpondence,” fays he, “ grcat inequalities, 
and want of frit conneGion, muft be 
expected ; regelarity and fyliem were not 
intended. ‘The author has digreffed to a 
variety of fubjects, as the different views 
in travelling brought them before him, 
and has indulged in refleCions which 
feemed then of importance, 

<“ Some of them may fill appear new, 
ethers perhaps interefiing to many, and 
even the moít fingular may be acceptable 
to {ome readers ; for it is imagined that 
by following only his own ideas ard opi. 
nions, he is the molt likely to be original, 
and different from other letter writers of 
the fame kind. He only pretends to give 
a few hints or fketches сЁ what might be 
fiid on the various fubje&s end nations 
here mentioned, nor does he always pre- 
fume to decide on conteited or probable 
opinions.— Without attempting to im- 
prove much upon the carelefs Ryle and 
freedom of private letters, he has here 
endeavoured fomewhat to correct end 
arrange them, and to make fome addi. 
tions from recolleétion and other infor- 
mation. Some degree of negligence M- 
deed as to ftyle, qr at leait fne ftyle, he 
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confeffes may be rather intentional, from 
a love of brevity and fimplicity, and from 
а diiinciimation to join in the growmg af- 
fectation of the age, the real improve- 
ment of which he 1s more folicitous to 
promote, than he is ambitious of its 
praife.-In writing to different peopie 
trom the fame country, the fame subjects 
mutt frequently recur, which he has here 
endeavoured to aveid.—BEut, after all, if 
a few repetitions, or rather returns of the 
fame ideas, though in different terms or 
points of view ; or if any inaccuracies of 
language, md tendenev to foicign idioms, 
mould illl remain, it is hoped ims greater 
attention to the matter than the manner 
will be admitted as fufücient apology.” 
Thete райареѕ detached from the pre- 
face contain nearly all that can be iaid 
tor or араны the book: our additional 
criticifm will therefore be very concife, 
that we may have the more room to en- 
Jarge on the moft important matter in thig 
teo voluininous publication. In the fiiit 
piace, then, 
Docs the author only pretend to give a 
few hints, &c. when he tells us, ** that 
having reüded abroad at different periods 
of his life, and in fituations that gave him 
occalion to fee more of Spain (and fome 
other countries) than has ufually fallen 
to thelot of other travellers, he was thence 
led to obferve and راک‎ perhaps with a 
more continued. attention than ordinary, 
on the people, their arts, police, charac- 
ter, and above all, on the {tate of (ociety, 
and the great art of government, on 
which depend fo much of the progrefs, 
civilization and happinefs of mankind ?? 
One would rather expect from this decla- 
ration, a regular, progrefhive, hiftorical, 
nd political turvey of Spain ; that cities 
and towns would be defcribed ; that рс. 
pulation, arts, manufactures, commerce, 
civil government, the perfons and manners, 
of the people, would be (tated in an ampie 
manner, as the author found them at the 
time he correfponded with his friends and 
relations ;—inftead of which, endlefs re- 
petitions, prolix digreffions and differta- 
tons, and very imperfcé accounts indeed 

of the great objects propofed to be difeu fied 
tend only to increafe *he bulk of a work, 
which we will ventyre to pronounce would 
have been more ufeful as well as mora 
entertaining, not only totheiz Royal High- 
nefes the Prince of Wales aud tbe Duke 
of York, to whom it is dedicated, but to 
the public; time beg teo, precious to be 
у waited, 
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waited. So far from having given more 
real information on the той important 
tubjefis rvefpecting France, Spain and 
Portugal, than other modern travellers, 
he falls confiderably Mort of molt of them 
of any repute—but with refpect to Bar- 
bary he makes ample amends. 

Epiftelary correfpondence fhould be 
free and ealy, but not incorrect ; and we 
believe few perfons will confider the 
frequent introduction of French phrafes, 
and the many ftriking defects in the phrafzs 
9f our own language, either as proofs “ of 
a difinelination tq avoid the growing af- 
fc tation of the age, or as the means of 
improving ii," We therefore earneftly 
Tecommend to him, a revilioa of his work 
by fome judicious friend accuftomed to 
literary compohtions in the narrative and 
Ditorical line: fuch a friend in preparing 
a fecond edition for the prefs wouid un- 
doubtediy retrench many articles, and con- 
fiderably enlarge others; and he would 
Omit all thofe pompous milcellancous titles 
Prefixed to each letter, which raife the ex- 
Pcttations of the reader, aud then difap- 
Point him by the brevity, and want of 
Matter, in the letters them/elves,

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natives, Upon the banks of that little 
river which pa(fes near the town, there is 
fome tolerable cultivation, and fome little 
gardens; but all of them jealoufly con- 
cealed, and curioufly thut up, almoil as 
much as their houfes 1n town, where there 
is not a window nor an opening to be 
fecn, — The total want of fociety, and ale 
molt of converfation among themfclves, 
feems to us equally difmal and furprifing. 
People bred in fuch countries are totally 
ignorant of the focial principle, which we 
fuppofe fo natural to man. Though yoked 
by nature to each other, and brought to 
live together in towns for mutual conye- 
nience, yet they are unacquainted with 
the pleafures of fociety, and incapable of 
enjoying them.—When by chance two or 
three people are feen fitting together, 
which is feldom, and commonly upon 
their heels on the dirty ground againft 2 
wall, it is all in filences we feldom fve, 
them coaverle, E think, except when angry. 
Sach are Eaftern manneis, and the efe&s 
of oppreffion !"—A fter wrangling threz 
days with a ftupid and brutifh Governor 
of Tetuan, who is a fhoemaker and a prie 
vate foldier, concerning horfes and guides, 
though he had the Emperor's order to fur- 
nith them, our travellers in three days more 
got to La Roche, where they were carried. 
directly to the Prince (we fuppofe a fon of 
the Emperor), to whom they produced 
their prefents. A celeftial globe belong- 
ing to the Envoy attracted moft of his at- 
tention; but he did not underftand the uie 
of it; which was a great difappointinent, 
having read and heard of their being for- 
merly addicted to altronomy and mathe- 
matics, 

Throwing fhells from mortars is the 
great pafon of the Royal Family ; and 
our gentlemen were fhewn feven mortars, 
of three different but unknown dimentions, 
and defired to fire and make hatte, for the 
amuíement of the Prince, who did not 
feem pleafed that they came pretty near 
the mark, for nobody mult pretend to 
fire fo well as himteif.—We continue, 
{ays our author, to be fent for frequently, 
and treated variably, jut as the fits of 
royal caprice, chance, to operates و‎ fome- 
times with compliments, and at others 
with negiect, or worfe; fometimes with 
their greateft honours, viz. having fome 
bad powder fired in our faces by what 
they call their troops, chiefly Imrie; and 
fometimes by being turned out of court, 
head and fhoulders, in the molt rude and 
violent manner. Their troops, if they

, “ There is а total difference in mane 
ners, cuftoms, habits, opinions, drefs, 
food, arts, &c. between ihe Europeans 
and thefe Africans; As to the country, 
itis wel! varied in. hill and vale, and to- 
lerably wooded, though not fo well wa- 
tered, and a little too mountainous: it is 
capable of every kind of cultivation, and 
of fences, planting; and roads, all which 
it is now almoit without. It feems peo- 
pled to about one fifth of what it might 
eafily be made to maintain, and the la- 
bour of the prefent inbabitants is not pro- 
bably above one fourth of what it might 
be with more fkill and induftry," 

befe remarks are properly illuftrated, 
and it is demonftrated that every idea of 
change or improvement isexcluded by their 
law and by ignorance of their wants. 
‘The Koran or Alcoran, and its comments, 
called the law, includes their religion, 
laws, manners, and cuftoms. 

Some circumftances of our Author's firft 
audience of the Emperor are curious, con- 
fidering that this High and. Mighty Mo- 
narch not long fince menaced Great Bri- 
tain with a war, and a&ually for a time 
put a flop to the Boum commerce at 
his fea-ports.—** His Majefty was feated 
crofs-legged on a very plain fort of plat- 
form of rough dea! beards, fuch as are 
ufed in our foldiers barracks, covered only 
with an ordinary piece of carpet. Heat- 
fe&is fimplicity and difcourages luxury. 
On the attendants attempting to take off 
my fhoes, as шта], on going into his 
prefence, I made fome refiftance, which 
he perceived, though at fume diitance ; and 
with great readineis faved the difpute, and 
fettled the matter, by faying, Let him 
alone; thefe Chriftians are fubjedt to catch 
cold without fhocs. — The chief fubject of 
converfation at this interview was the 
great. fuperiority cf the Moors over the 
Chriftians in every eflential quality —ad- 
dreffing himielf to thofe about him. He 
foon introduced likewife his knowing how 
to raife a perpendicular, which he ícratch- 
ed on a board with a carpenter's compals, 
This, which comprehends the chief. part 
of his mathematical knowledge, he learn- 
ed from a fea captain, once his prifoner, 
and he generally exhibits it to Chriftans 
at their frt audience, —H;s levee is in the 
open air, orly he cn horfeback ; and І 
think he generally chufes the dirtieft part 
of the беа. There the poor و‎ 


crowd keep frequently kneeling and kifs 
fing the dirty ground, and bawling out 
his praifes as he fpezks, In that pofture, 
with their poftericrs cock’d upwards, 
they do not look like human beings, and 
make a moft contemptible figure. The 
black courtiers, who may be confidered as 
the lords in waiting, attend with whips 
and rods, which they uf: very freely, to 
arrange, or keep peopie in of oùt of their 
places ; to affemble or drive us away, on 
the approach of fis Majeity or the Princes, 
according to the royal orders ог caprice 
of the moment,—T he chief employment 
of this ftrange mock royal family ítems 
to be quarrels among theiníelv:s, travelling 
about the kingdom, and extorting money 
from every body who has any. ‘The fpi- 
rit of defpotifm is to let the people have 
no reft, and this Emperor has added, 
that they íhall have no money.—He is 
par devoir, by virtue of his office, the 
oniy executioner in the kingdom ; and 
dex:erity in cutting off heads is among 
the fit of royal accomplifhments here, 
and is frequently the fubject of common 
converfation among the peopie.—All bis 
refolutions, however extravagant, are fup- 
pofed to be the immediate infpirations of 
God. He judges and adminitters juitice 
in а very пайу and fummary way at his 
levee. His fentences being fudden infpi- 
rations, often before the caufe is half 
heard—hands, heads are cut off, the whole 
procefs and execution often the work only 
uf a few minutes. 

“ "The women are jealoufly guarded, 
andare feldom feen here except fome of the 
loweft, the domettic and aged ; but all of 
them are then covered up to the eyes with 
woollen, and over the face fome dirty rag 
marked and fullied with the breath, and 
only the eyes to be feen in ghaitly ftare. 
They are generally inclined to be fat and 
ihort, and have an odd, and to us a moft 
ungraceful appearance ; round, fhapelefs 
wcollen bundles moving along, certainly 
neither very cleanly nor defirable, at lcaft 
according to our talte.” 

'] hefe curfory obfervations are fufficient 
fpecimens of our Author's manner of treat- 
ing his {ubjects ; and as we do not wifh to 
rob him of what appears to us to be themoft 
valuable part of his publication, we {hall 
conclude with recommending in particular 
the Iketches of the population revenues and 
force of this uncivilized and uncultivated 
country, whole Sovereigns exaét and re- 
ceive tributes called Preients from the moft 
powertul European nations, and whole 
Princes are idly taught to believe that they. 


thall one day conquer the greatelt part of 
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Governor of the NETHERLANDS, at 


HE Duke of Alba indifputably ranks 
„ &mongft the greateft Generals of the 
AXteenih century. lle was one of the 
ОЙ valiant men of his time, and on every 
occafion fhewed himfelf entirely devoted 
to his Sovereign. Long ago would the 

огап have placed his name in the lift 
9f heroes, and perhaps a grateful pofte- 
Pty would fill have bleffed his memory, 
Tad not his jaurels been fo often drenched 
m blood, and tbe brilliancy of his vicio- 
Mes tarnifhed with barbarity. But for 
Uus, his pride and infatiable avarice might 
lave ра са unnoticed, concealed under- 
Reath his more fplendid qualities. 

This remarkable perfon, whofe cha- 
Tater exhibirs fucha bngular mixture of 
Vices and virtues, was born in the ycar 
1508. He was defcended from one of 
the mof ancient, wealthy, and الاز‎ 5 
milies in Spain. Defined from his 
j uth to the profeffion of arms, he made 
lis Пс campaign at the age of feventeen, 
and the year following was prefent at the 
“Mous battle of Pavia. When Charles V. 
1602۵4 to the Netheilands, in 15395

it 19а gives us the following inftance of 
Ba ne Emperor aiking his advice on 
the Manner in which he fhould punifh 
Ба окен, he anfwered, That fuch a 
ous city fhould be rafed to the 
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ground. Charles, who, notwithftand- 
ing his wrath, ftill preferved an affection 
for the city in which he was born, order- 
ed the Duke to afcend a tower, from 
which the whole extent of the city might 
be icen. On his return, he afked him, 
with a fcornful fmiie; how many Spanith 
fkins would make fuch a glove; the 
name of Ghent in French, in which lan- 
guage he addrefled him, figrifying a 
glove. Alba, perceiving the feverity of 
his fentence had offended the Emperor; 
held down his head, without making 
any reply. 

in the year 1542) the Duke of Alba, 
having the command of the fortrefs of 
Perpignan, which was btfieged by the 
French, defended it with fuch intrepidity, 
that the enemy were obliged to raife the 
Перс, and return to France, without 
having effe£led any thing. From this 
time he found himiclf daily rifing in his 
Sovereign's favour, fo that he was ap- 
pointed Grand Mafter of the Imperial 
Court; and in 1546, was made Comman- 
der in Chief of rhe army in Germany. 
At the battle of Mulelberg he yave 
proofs of extraordinary courage, and con- 
tributed not a little to the victory obtain- 
ed there. It was 'teported, that, during 
the combat, the fan ftood ftill, as if to 
render the Emperor's triumph more com- 
plete. Charles had fufficient weaknefs 
and vanity to wifh that this ridiculous 
tale might obtain belief, aad he bc con- 
fidered as а fecond Jothua. His flatter- 
ers (for where is the Monarch without 
them ?) carried their fervility fo far asta 
fay and write, that they were witneffes to 
this miracle. Some ycars afterwards, 
Henry ll. of France, afked the Duke of 
Alba if this event had really happened. 
** Indeed,” faid the Duke, ** my attention 
was fo taken up with what there was to 
do upon earth, that I had no time to ob- 
ferve what paffed in the heavens.” After 
the battle, the Emperor caufed a Council 
of War to be held on the Ele&tor of 
Saxony, who was made prifoner. The 
Dake of Alba, who was Prefident, was 
for putting the unfortunate Prince to 
death ; and, could he have had his will,

A frenchman who had followed the Duke cf Bourbon in his retirement, and wha 
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afterwards attached Шаме to the Court of Charles V. 
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this fentence would undeubtedly have 
been carried into execution. 

In the war with France the Duke of 
Aiba commanded the army under the 
Emperor. At the беге of Metz, in 1552, 
he performed prodigies of valour; but 
the place was fo well defended, that 
Charles was obliged со raife the бере. In 
3555, the Emperor appointed him Com- 
mander in Chief of the armies in Picd- 
mont, and his Viceroy in Italy. The 
Duke immediately took pofleilion. of his 
office, which gave him an unlimited 
power; bat his firft exploits fell fhort of 
his Sovereign's expeé£tations. His anta- 
gonift, the brave Marfhal de Briffac, dif- 
concerted ali his {chemes, and made him- 
felf matter of feveral places belonging to 
the Emperor. The Duke at length found 
himfelf obiiged to go into winter quar- 
ters, after having experienced confider- 
able loffes, without having been able to 
obtain the 1621 advantage over the ene- 
my- 

In the following campaign againfl Pope 
Paul IV. whotook the part of the French, 
he was more fuccefsful. He penetrated 
jnto the territories of the Church, and 
made himfelf mafter of feveral towns, 
the greater part of which voluntarily fub- 
mitted themfelves without  refiftance. 
The Pope, alarmed at fo fudden an inva- 
fion, had no other expedient but to de- 
mand a. fufpenfion of hoftilities, which 
was granted him. The Pontiff, how- 
ever, feeing himfelf fupported by the 
French army; foon broke the truce. The 
war was renewed with the fame fuccefs 
on ihe part of the Spaniards, and the 
French being recalled to their own coun- 
try, Paul was obliged to have recourfe to 
freth negotiations. In 1557, peace was 
concluded: the Duke repaired to Rome, 
kiffed the Pontiff 5 feet on his knees, and 
even deinanded his pardon. This haugh- 
ty fuldier, the proudcft man perhaps of 
his rime, and who from his youth had 
converted familiarly with Princes, after- 
wards confeffcd, that, at the fight of the 
Pope, his prefeuce of mind forfook him, 
and he could not pronounce nis fpeech 
without faltering. 

Whatever favour the Duke of Alba 
had enjoyed under Charles ۷۰ his great- 
neis was not at its fummit till the reign 
of Philip Ш. Не was foon the acknow- 
ledged favourite of this cruel Monarch, 
with whole fanguinary difpofition his 
own perfedtly accorded. ln 4559, he 
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was fent to Paris, to efpoufe the Prin- 
ceis Elizabeth in his mafter’s name, and 
conduct her into Spain. Six years after- 
wards, when Charles IX. King of 
France, the Queen his mother, and Eli- 
zabeth, had an interview at Bayonne, 
the Duke was again appointed to be the 
conductor of the latter. He appeared 
with a moft fplendid equipage ; and, at 
the entertainments made on the occafions 
fignalized himfelf greatly by his addrefs 
and ability. Even the conftable De Mont- 
morenci, expert as he was inall kinds of 
exercifes, durft not encounter with him, 
but contented himfelf with executing the 
office of King at Arms. 

The Flemings, robbed of their privi- 
leges, and, bythe eftablifhment of the 
Inquifition, deprived of their deareft pof- 
fefhon, Liberty, had frequently addreffed 
their complaints to the Court of Spain : 
but their complaints were always unno- 
ticed, unredreffed. The repeated con- 
tempt they experienced exhaufted their 
patience, and they took up arms. ‘The 
Duke of Feria and the Prince Eroti ad- 
vifed the King to employ gentle methods 
with them ; but the Duke of Alba was 
for compelling the rebels to return to their 
duty by force. This counfel was too well 
fuited to the chara&er of the King not to 
meet his approbation ; accordingly he 
gave it the preference, and, without rak- 
ing time to weigh the matter deliberately» 
inftantly refolved to fend into the Ne- 
therlandsa chofen army under the cem- 
mand of the Duke of Alba, to whom he 
gave an unlimited authority, with the 
title of Gevernor-General of thofe coun” 
tries. 

Every one trembled at this choices 
convinced that each йер of the Duke 
would be marked with blood. Don 
Carles, the King’s fon, felt this 0 
fenfibly, that when the Duke of Alba 
came to take leave of him, in the fir 
emotions of his rage he drew his poniards 
and exclaimed, * Before 1 will fuffer 
thee to deftroy a country fo dear to me; ! 
will pierce thy heart." — Nor was it with 
out diflicuity the Duke efcaped his fury* 

For more than fix years the Duke 
ruled the Netherlands with a rod of iron ^* 
The unfortunate Counts Egmont an 
Horne were the firft victims of his rages 
lofing their lives on the fcaffold. Мапу 
people of rank expreffing themfelves ۵ 
the Duke with fone furprife at his rigourt 
he anfwered coolly, '* The heads of?

cember 31573. 
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touple of falmon are better than thofe of a 
thoufand frogs.” Such was his cruelty, 
that he frequently boafted of having 
caufed upwards of eighteen thoufand men 
te fuffer by the hands of the executioner, 
during his regency. 

No foener were the two Counts dif- 
Patched, than the Duke of Alba turned 
his arms againft the confederates, over 
Whom he obtained a complete victory at 
Gemmingen. On this occafion an inci- 
dent occurred which ftrongly marks the 
Character of the man. The joy excited 
by his fuccefs foon gave way tu the emo- 
Uons of rage, when he learnt, that the 
regiment of Sardinia had, from mere 
Wantonnefs, fet fire to a neighbouring 
Village. He was fo incenfed at this ac- 
tion, not lefs contrary to the laws of 
War than to thofe of humanity, that he 


Ordered the regiment to be furrounded, 


and the ringleaders to be hung up on the 
ipot: at the fame time he broke the re- 
£iment, one company excepted, which 
ad no concern in the affair, and reducing 
the officers to the rank of common fol- 
diers, incorporated them, with the ref, 
into other regiments. 
The defeat at Gemmingen did not how- 
Ever abate the courage of the Prince of 
range, who, fince the death of the two 
وفع‎ was the principal fupport, as 
Well as the chief ofthe oppretíed Fle- 
Things ; and in a fhort time he again 
made his appearance at the head of a con- 
lidera5le army. Frederic of Toledo, fon 
lo the Duke of Alba, who was ordered 
With a detachment to obferve the motions 
of the enemy, fent to his father, to re- 
Quet permiffion to attack the Prince. 
Sut the Duke, who never departed from 
1S principle, that it was the place of the 
."9mmander in Chief alone to judge when 
it was proper to give battle, anfwered the 
licer, in a threatening tone, ** Tell my 

Ой, that the confideration of his youth 
And inexperience alone induce me to par- 

^u him this time; and that if ever he 
Make me a fimilar propofal in future; it 
dm certainly cok his meffenger his 

ead," 

. The Duke of Alba did not delay put- 
SA the greater part of his troops in win- 
p. quarters, repairing with the reft to 
Ь els, where he gave orders for cele- 
Мас his vidtory with the greateft pomp 

Ч magnificence. On this occafion he 
£ave the mot unequivocal ma;ks of his 


pride and vanity.  Amiongft other things, 
he caufed medals to be ftruck to eternalife 
the remembrance of his exploits. The 
moft remarkable of thefe was one in 
winch he was reprefented fitting on a 
triumphal car; behind him was the God- 
defs of Victory crowning him with lau- 
rels; in his right hand he held а fwords 
in his left a fhield; the one as an emblem 
of the victorv he had obtained at Gem- 
mingen, the other of the prudence with 
which he had condu&ed himfelf when 
oppofed to the Prince of Orange: the 
chariot was drawn by owls, birds facred 
to Minerva, the Goddefs of Wifdom. 
But perhaps his pride difplayed itfelf 
fill more ftrongly at Antwerp. Five 
baftions being to be added to the Citadet 
there, he thought proper that they 
оша bear his name and titles, one ex- 
cepted, to which he gave the name of the 
Engineer. Thus they were called, 
Duke, Ferdinand, Toledo, ard Alba: 
and when the Citadel was finifhed, he 
caufed his ftatue to becreéted in the Place 
of Arms. It was caft by a German, 
named Jungeling, who was reckoned the 
moft able artift of his time. It repre- 
fented the Duke in a threatening pofture, 
his right arm extended towards the сиу; 
at his feet were two allegorical figure: y 
one reprefenting the people, the other the 
nobility, on their knees, as if demanding 
pardon: thefe figures had а porringer 
hanging at each. ear, and a wallet on thei 
fhoulder, in allufion to the nickname of 
beggars, which the Spaniards gave ty 
thole gentlemen who were depured то 
prefent the complaints of the Flemings ; 
they were alfo furrounded with fei peuts, 
otters, and other emblems of duplicity, 
malignity, and avarice. ‘The whole, 
even to the pedeftal, was of bronze ; and 
the cannon taken at Gemmingen were 
employed for the purpofe. On the pe- 
deftal was the following infcription :

8 * This бате was ereéted to Ferdinand Alvarez, of Toledo, Duke of Aiba, Governor of 
RS Netherlands for Philip IM, of. Spain, the moft faithful fervant of the bef of Kings, for 
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But this monument, far from infpiring 
the malcontents with greater refpect, 
ferved but the more to exalperate them. 
His fucceflor, to fatisfy the Flemings, and 
at the fame time avoid too marked an 
iufult to the late Governor, caufed it to 
be removed to a much liefs frequented 
place: but when the confederates became 
matters of Antwerp, in £577, their firk 
care was, to break to pieces the ftatue of a 
tyrant held by them in the utmoft deteft- 
ation. This they executed with a kind 
of fury, and every blow gave them al- 
moft as much pleafure as if it had been 
given tothe tyrant himfelf. The greater 
part of the fragments were carried oit; 
and kept with the utmoft care, by who- 
ever could be fortunate enough to obtain 
them, as a mean of tranfmitune to pofte- 
rity the remembrance of their vengeance. 

The crucities of every fpecies corn- 
mitted during the government of the 
Duke ef Alba are too well known to 
need a repetition: fuffice it to fay, that, 
without regard to age, fex, or condition 
an infinite number of perfons were facri- 
бсса on the moft doubtful tefiimony, na 
vn the той groundiefs fufpicions. His 
fanguinary plan, however, of drowning 
the pretended rebellion in the blood of 
thefe unhappy victims of his barbarity, 
was not attended with fuccefs : far from 
being intimidated at the fight of fuch fre- 
quent executions, the malcontents were 
but the more refolutely bent on venge- 
ance. dhe Duke, it is true, obtained 
fome more vidiorics over the confede- 
Yates ; but they arofe from defeat with 
unabated courage. The laft exploit of 
this cruel Governor was the taking of 
Haarlem, in 1573; which was fignalized 
by unnumbered horrars. Philip at 
length perceived the neceflity of employ- 
ing gentler methods, and reealled the 
Duke, with whofe difpobtion lenity was 
totally i incompatible. Delivering up the 
тег of Government to a milder fuccetior, 
be returned to Spain, with his fon, 
through Germany and Italy. 

Мол Капо the insumerable com- 

plaints made aga init the Duke, the King 
received him, on his return, in the moft 
auner, loaded him with fa- 
vours, anc gave him bi confidence ina 
greater degree than eve Exchanging 
she ait of war forthat of courts, Рр” 
molt able General became his moft active 
and beft informed Miniffer. Thus he 
lived many years, ettceried by his friends, 
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hated in fecret by thofe who envied hitt 
and deified by his flatterers, till an un» 
forefeen accident loft him his Mafter’s 
favour, and banifhed him from his court. 

Garcias de Toledo, one of his fons, 
had feduced a lady of the frf rank un- 
der a promite of marriage, which he re» 
fufed to fulfil. The King gave orders; 
that he fhouid be arrefled and confined 
ull he had performed his promife. By 
the help of his father, who was no lefs 
averfe тө the match than himfelf, Gar- 
cias found means te efcape; and, the 
better to fruttrate the King’s intention; 
was immediately married to his coufin; 
the daughter of the Marquis of Villeux. 
Philip was-fo highly incenfed at this fteps 
that he forbade the Duke to appear at 
court, and banifhed bim tothe caftle of 
Uzeda. This was a thunderftroke to the 
Duke, who was obliged to {pend near 
two years thus in exile. 

T tS on the death of Henry 
King of Portugal, in 1580, Philip re- 
folved to affert his pretenlions to that 
kingdom. Suceefs could only be hoped 
for from arms; and for this enterprife 
who 10 fit as the Duke of Alba, in whom 
ай the talents and qualifications confti- 
tuting a great General were iu the moft 
eminent degree united ? Thus, when he 
leaf expected it, the banifhed Dukevre- 
ceived a vift from two meffengers of the 
King, who demanded, whether his health 
would permit him to take the command 
of tne army deftined for the conqueft of 
Portugal. Albaanfwered, without much 
hefitation, That he was ready to facrifice 
in the King's fervice what little health 
and ftrength he had left; and immedi- 
ately prepared for his departure. His 
intention was to pav his retpedts to his 
Sovereign in perfon : bur Philip, whe 
never forgot, and never pardoned an of- 
fence, would not fee hin, fending him 
his orders and infiruclions in writing. 

The Duke arrived in Portugal, at the 
head of his army, in the month of June 
1580. Атой every town opened its 
gates to him, and acknowledged Philip 
as its lawful Sovereign. Don Antony; 
Prior of Crato, hav тэр affeinbled а con- 
fiderable army at Lifbon, and feated him- 
felf on the throne of Portugal, it was 
neceflary to repair to rhat city, To avoid 
various imconreniencies, the Duke of 
Alba refolved on transporting his army 
to Cafcais by water. On his arrival, he 
found the enemy advantageoufly pofted 5 


having fapprefled feditien, defeated the rebels, protected religion, maintained juftice, and 


eitablifhed peace throughout die Provinces, 
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he, however, prepared to attack them in 
their retrenchments. The «Spaniards» 
waiting only the word of co pu. were 
furprifed to learn, that the Portuguefe 
had on a fudden taken Aight. The Dake 
was foon in poffeffion of С afcais, whe 
he exercifed his ufual crueities. NM 
places fücceffivcly experienced the fame 
fate. Don Antony was attacked, defeat- 
ed, and his army cntirely deftroyed. 
Dir immediately ү; р and the 
whole kingdom was at the mercy of the 
conqueror. ‘The iffue of gu enterprife 
Was а new triumph for the Duke, now 
upwards of feventv years oldi; but in 
Portugal, as in the D d e teg his lau- 
rels were tarnifhed by pride, avarice, and 
cruelty. 

Alba did uot long furvive the conqueft 
of Portugal; dying in ردق‎ at the age 
ef feveniy- T ur. He was reputed one of 
the той able commanders of the age; 
though Cardinal Granvelle, in his Me- 
moirs, alerts, that this opinion was by 
по means univerfal. ‘His, perhaps, was 
owing to the ill fuccefs of his campaign 
асан the French in 1555. Агопс time; 
indeed, he was held in fo lithe efieem, 
that a Spaniard of diftinQion, writing to 
him, addres Теа him in the following 
terms: ۴ Tothe Duk tc of Alba; Genera 
ef the King’s arm.ies in time of peace, 
and Grand Майа of his court in time 
ef war." 
. Brantome relatet, thatthe Duke frf 
introduced the ufe of mufkets into the 
Spanith army in the Netherlands. The 
effe& of this new weapon was at firft ex- 
traordinary 3 стегу one took totheir heels 
the infant i. heard the Spaniard: call 
out for the inufquetcers to advance in the 
Íront; but the Flemings foon procured 
mufquets alfo, and handled them with 
по lefs dexterity than their enemies. 

The following is the character drawn 
Sf him by a modern writer: “ His lock 
Was anim: ated, but haughty ; his phyfiog- 
homy announced courage, but fome- 
times infpired terror; his walk was ma- 
یات[‎ and his mien bold ; he was ftrong 
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and well made; he фоке with preciíion, 
and his every atvion, nay his filence was 
expreffives he was fober, flept little, wag 
conftandy employed, and difpatched his 
bufinefs himfelf. There ijs по circum- 
ftance cf his life which does nor ofler 
fome remarkable peculiarity : from his 
cai lieft youth he was thoughtful and ju- 
dicious, never childifh m his words or 
a&tions 3 the diflolute way of life of the 
feldiery in general never led him inio 
ditfipa dpa in the midf of the tumulis 
of war he found leifure to attend to po- 
htics ; when he gave his advice in an 
affcmblv, he paid no refpe to the defires 
of the Prince, er the interefis of Minis 
fiters: frequently had he the fatisfattion 
to bring over to the fide of equity thole 
who heard his arguments; andit te failed, 
he never gave his cpinion contrary to his 
fentiments. His intrepidity was not cone 
fined to the Seld; and lis friends often 
trembled for his head, hear: ing him defend 
with firmnefs the memory of Charles V. 
againit the farcafms of Philip Jl. In 
his boufe reigned ay air of grandeur 
which his defcendants have not been able 
to preferve. He was always furrounded, 
by young men of rank, whom he took 
a pleafure in forming to the arts of war 
and 2 DH his pupils have long occu- 
pied the firft polis in Spain, and perpetu- 
ated his reputation by their talents. The 
hiflory of bis country adords no exampiz 
of a General capable like him of main- 
taining a coz fiderable war with few forces, 
deftroying the Sor powerful arinies 
without an engagement, making an eng- 
my change his poft without quitting his 
own, obtaining the confidence of his fol- 
diers, and fupp efling their murmurs 
It has оссо faid, that for near fixty years, 
during which he made war in various 
countries, and againft divers enemies, be 
was never beaten, foreftalled, or fur- 
prifed. What a man! bad not fech 
great talents, and good qualities, Беа 
tarpifhed by a feverity which frequendy 
rendered him cruel and inhuman.”

FOUND the College of the Sechs, 
fituated in one of the narrow fireets of 
Patna, at no very confiderable diftance 
from the cuftom-houfe, s E was permitted 


to enter the outward gate, but, as fooa 
as I came to the fteps which led up into 
the chapel, or public hall, I was ауу 
accofted by two of the Society. I afked 


* A Sc& of people diftinguifhed by that appellation from the Worfhippers of Bau and 
the followers of IM AH oMMED, 
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them if I might afcend into the hall: 
They faid it was a place of worfhip open to 
me aud to all men; but, at the fame time, 
intimated that I mutt take off my thoes. 
As I confider this ceremony in the fame 
light as uncovering my head upon enter- 
ing any of our temples dedicated to the 
Deity, I did not hefitate to comply, and 
I was then politely conduéted into the 
hail, and feated upon a carpet, in the 
midt of the affembly, which was іо 
numerous as almoít to fill the room. 
‘The whole building forms a íquare of 
about forty feet, railed from the ground 
about fix or eight fteps. The hall is 
in the centre, divided from four other 
apartments by wooden arches, upon pii- 
lars of the fame materials, all neatly 
carved. This room is rather longer than 
itis broad, Тһе floor was covered with 
a neat carpet, and furnifhed with ñx or 
feven low defks, on whieh flood as many 
of the books of their law ; and the wails, 
above the arches, were hung with Europe 
looking-glafles in gold frames, and p'c- 
tures of Myfulman Princes, and Hindoo 
Deities. A little room, which, as you 
enter, is fituated at the left hand end of 
the hall, is the chancel, and is furnifhed 
with an altar covered with a cloth of gold, 
upon which was laid a round black íhield 
aver a long broad Sword, and, on either 
fide, a chowry of peacock’s feathers, 
mounted in a Zlver handle, The altar 
was railed a little above the ground, in а 
declining pofition. Before it, Ќоса a low 
kind of throne plated with filver; but 
rather too {mall to be ufeful; about ir 
were feycral filver flower pots and rofe- 
water bottles, and on tl х геі hand ftood 
three {mall urzs, which appeared to be 
copper, furnifhed with notches to receive 
the donations of the charitable. ‘There 
food alfo near the altar, on alow detk, 
` ۰ ~ * ~ ۰ 

a great book of a folio fze, from which 
fome portions are daily read m their di- 
wine fervice, It was covered over with a 
blue mantie, on which were printed, in 
flyer letters, fome felect paflages of their 
law. 
After I had had a long converfation 
with two of the congregation, who had 
politely feated themíelves on each fide of 
me, où the carpet, and whom I found 
yery inteiligent, notice was given, that it 
was noon and фе hour of divine fervice. 
The congregation arranged themfelves 
upon the carpet, on each fide of the hall, 
fo as to leave a {pace before the altar from 
ead to end. The great book, defk and 
all, was brought with fome little cere- 
mony from the altar, and placed at the 
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oppofite extremity of the hall. An old 
man, with a reverend filver beard, kneeled 
down before the defk with his face towards 
the altar; and on one fide of him fat a 
man witha {mall drum, and two or three 
with cymbals. The book was now 
opened, and the old man began to chant 
to the time of the drum and the cymbals 3 
and at the conclufion of every verte, 
moft of the congregation joined chorus in 
a refponfe, with countenances exhibiting 
great marks of joy. Their tones were by 
no means harfh; the time was quick; 
and I learnt that the fubje& was a Hyınn 
In praife of the unity, the omniprefence, 
and the omnipotence of the Deity. I was 
fingularly delighted with the geltures of 
the old man: T never faw a countenance 
to expreflive of infelt joy, whilft he turned 
about from one to another, as it еге, 
befpeaking their affents to thofe truths 
which his very foul feemed to be engaged 
in chanting forth, "The Hymn being con- 
cluded, which confifted of about twenty 
veries, the whole congregation got up 
and pretented their faces with joinsd hands 
towards the altar, in the attitude of prayer. 
A young man now fteod forth ; and, with 
a loud voice and diftingt accent, felemnly 
pronounced a long prayer or kind of litur- 
БУ ai certain periods of which ail the 
people jomed ina general refponfe, {eying 
Wa Georoo ! They prayed againit tempt- 
alion و‎ for grace to do good و‎ for the ge- 
neral good of mankind; and a particular 
bleffing to the Seeżs; and for the fafety 
of thole who at that time were on their 
travels. "This prayer was followed by a 
fhort Ыс по from the oid man, and an 
invitatian to. the affzmbly to partake of a 
friendly feaft. The book was then clofed 
and геЌогєа to its place at the altar, and 
the people being feated as before, two men 
entered bearing a large iron caldran, called 
a Currav, jult taken from the fire, and 
placed it in. the centre of the hall upon a 
low Жоо]. "T'hefe were followed by others 
with five or fix difhes, fome of which were. 
of filver, and a large pile of leavcs fewed 
together with fibres in the form of plates, 
One of thefe plates was given to each of 
the company without d.ftinétion, aud the 
difhes being filled from the caldron, ther 
contents were ferved out tillevery one bad 
got his fhare: mylíelf was not forgotten و‎ 
and, zs I was refolved not to give them 
the (таей occafion for offence, I ate up 
my portion. It was a kind of {weermeat, 
of the ccnfiftence of foft brown fugar, 
compofed of flour and. fugar mixed up 
with clarified butteg, which is called Gbega, 


Had net the Ghee been. rancid, I thould 
3 have, 
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have’ relifhed it better. We were next 
ferved with a few (ugar plums; and here 
ended the feaft and the ceremonies of the 
day, They told me, the religious part of 
the ceremony was daily repeated five times. 
I now took my leave, inviting fome of 
the principal men amongít them, who 
were about to return to their own country 
through Banaris, to pay me a vifit. 

In the courte of the converfation I was 
engaged in with the two Seeks before the 
fervice, I was able to gather the following 
circumftances: That the founder of their 
faith was called Nazee£ Sah, who flou- 
rifhed about four hundred years ago at 
Punjab, and who, before Ais apoliafy, 
was а Hindoo of the K/Bétry, or military 
tribes and that his bodv difappeared as 
the Hindoos and the Maffulmans were dil- 
puting fur it; for upon their removing ihe 
cloth which covered it, it was gone. That 
he left behind him a book, compofed by 
himfelf, in verfe and the language of 
Punjab, but a character partly of his 
own invention; which teaches the doc- 
trines of the faith he had eftablifhed. 
That they call this character, in honour 
of their founder, Goorco- Mcokhee 5 from 
the mouth of the preceptor; that this 
book, of which that ftanding near the 
altar, and feveral others in tic hall, were 
copies, teaches that tb: re is but one God, 
Omnipotent and omniprefent; filling all 
{pace, and pervading all matter; and that 
he is to be worfhipped and invoked. 
"That there will be a day of retribution, 
when virtue will be rewarded and vice 
punifhed (I forgot to afk in what man- 
ner); that it not only commands univer- 
fal toleration, but forbids difputes with 
thole of another perfuafion, That it for- 
bids murder, theft, and fuch other deeds 
as are, by the majority of mankind, ef= 
teemed crimes арат fociety ; and incul- 
Cates the practice of all the virtues, but 
particularly an univerfal philanthropy, and 
a general holpitality to ftrangers and tra- 
vellers, This is all my thort vifit would 
permit me to learn of this book. It isa 
folio volume, containing about four or 
five hundred pages. 

. They tald me further, that fome years 
after this book of Naneek Sah had been 
promulgated, another made its appears 
ance, now held in almoit as much elteem 
3s the former. The name of the author 
has efcaped my memory; but they fa- 
Voured me with an extract from the book 
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itfelf in praife of the Deity. The paffage 
had ftruck my ear on my firt entering 
the hall, when the ftudents were all en. 
gaged im reading. From the fimilarity 
of the language to the Hradoovee, aud 
many Shanjerit words, I was able to una 
derfiand a good deal of it, and I hope, at 
fome future period, to have the honour of 
laying a tranflation of it before the S2- 
ciety. They told me I might have copies 
of both their books, if 1 would be at the 
expence of tranfcribing them. 

I next inquired why they were called 
Seeks ; and they told me it was a word 
borrowed from one of the commandments 
of their founder, which hignifies * Learn 
“© thou 37 and that 1t was adopted to dit- 
tinguifh the fect foon after he difappeared. 
The word, as is well known, has the 
fame import in the ۰ 

I afked them what were the ceremonies 
ufed in admitting a profelyte. A perfon 
having fhewn a fincere inclination to re- 
nounce his former opinions, to any five 
or more Segks affembled together, in any 
place, as well on the highway as m a 
houfe of worfhip, they fend to the firit 
ор where fweetime.ts are fold, and pro- 
cure a (тай quantity of a particular fort, 
which is very common, and as I recollect, 
they call Batefa; and having diluted it in 
pure water, they fprinkle fome of it on 
tae body, and intothe cyes of the convert, 
whilft one of the beft inttructed repeats tg 
him, in any language with which he is cone 
verfant, the chief canons of their faith, ex- 
acting trom him a folemn promife to abide 
by them the reftof his lifes "his is the 
whole of the ceremony. The new con- 
vert may then choole а Georoo, or pre- 
ceptor, to teach him the language of their 
Ícriptures, who firft gives him the alphas 
bet to learn, and fo leads him on, by ilow 
degrees, until he wants no further in- 
ftruction. They offered to admit me into 
their foc ety و‎ but I decüned the honour; 
contenting myfelf with the alphabetywhich 
they told me to guard as the apple of my 
eye, 25 it was a lacred character. 1 find it 
differs but litle from the Dezvagur : The 
number, order, and powers, of the letters 
are exactly the fame, The language itíclf 
is a mixture of Perfian, Arabic, and fome 
Shanferit, grafted upon the provincial di- 
аіє& of Punjad, which is a kind of Hine 
doqvce, огу as Yt is vulgarly called by us, 
Mar; ; 
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PROCESS of MAKING AT T AR, or EssENTI:AL OIL of Roses. By Lt, Col. Pozizg, 
[ FRoM THE SAME. ] 


E HE Анат is obtained from the rofes 
by fimple difüillation, aud the follow- 
ing is tig mode in which I have made it. 
A quantity of freh roles, for example 
forty pounds, are put in a ftill with fixty 
pounds of water, the rofes being left as 
they are with their calyxes, but with the 
ems cut clofe. The mals is then well 
mixed together with the hands, and a 
gentle five is made under the fill: when 
the water begins to grow hor, and fumes 
to rife, the cap of the (till is pat on, and 
the pipe fixed; the chinks are then well 
luted with paite, and cold water put on 
the refrigeratory at top: the receiver is 
alfo adapted at the end of the pipe; and 
the fue is continued unser the fill, nei- 
ther too violent nor too weak. When the 
impregnated water begins to come over, 
and the {till is very hot, the fire is leffened 
by gentle degrees, and the diftillation con- 
tinued, till thirty pounds of water are come 
Over, which is generally done in about 
four or five hours; this rofe-water is to 
be poured again ou a freih quantity (forty 
pounds) ot rofes, and from fttcen to 
twenty pounds of water are to be drawn 
by duzilatian, following the fame precels 
as before: the rofe- water thus made and 
echobated, will be found, if the rofes 
were good and frefh, and the ditillation 
carefully performed, highly fcented with 
the roles. Irt is then poured into paus 
either of earthen ware or of tinned metal, 
aad left expofed to the freh air for the 
night. The aar, or efeuce, will be 
found im the morning congealed, and 
wiring on the top of the water; this 
3s to be carefully feparated and colicéted, 
either witha thin fheli or a ikimmer, and 
poured into a vial. When а certam quan- 
tty has thus becn obtained, the water 
and feeces таи be feparated from the clear 
еЙепсе, which, with refpect to the frit, 
will not be difficult to do, as the eflence 
congeals with a flight cold, and the wa- 
ter may then be made to run off. واگ‎ af- 
fer that,’ the effence is kept fuid by heat, 
the fæces will fublide and may be fepa- 
Fated, put, H the operation has been neatly 
performed, thefe wil be little or none, 
“Fhe fæces are as highly pertumed as the 
ellence, aad mug be kept, after as much 
ot the effence has been ixirumed from the 
xoíe-water as could be. The remaining 
water fhould be ufed for freh ditula- 
tions, initcad cf common water, at icaft 
as far as it will go. fea 
4 ne above is une whole pfoce!s of mak- 
ing genuine atjar of roles. Бш as the 
roies of this country give but a very {mall 


quantity cf effence, and it is in high ef 
teem, various ways have been thought of 
to augment the quantity, though at the 
expence of ihe qualny. In this country, 
it is ufual to add to the rofes when put in 
the til, a quantity of fandai-wood rafp- 
ings, {ome more, fome lels (from one 
to five telahs, or half ounces). The fan. 
dal contains a deal of effential oil, which 
comes over freely in the common diftilla- 
tion ; and mixing with the roie-water and 
eflence, becomes ttronely impregnated with 
their perfume: the impofition however 
cannot becencealed; the effential oil of 
fandal will not congeal in common celd, 
and its Anell cannot be kept under, but 
will be apparent and predominate, fpite 
of every art. In Ca/femire they feldom 
ufe fandal to adulterate the azzar ; but E 
have heen intormed, to encreafe the quan 
tity, they ditiil with the rofes a tweet 
{ccnted grafs, which does not cominuni- 
cate any unpleafant {cent, and gives the 
aHar a high clear green, colour: this ef- 
fence alfo does not congeai in a flight cold, 
as that of roles. 

The quantity of effential oil to be ob- 
taiued from the rofes, is very precarious 
and uncertain, as it depeuds not only on 
the {КШ of the diitiler, but alfo on the 
quality of the rofcs, and the favourable. 
nels of the fealon: Even in Europe, 
where the chemifts are fo perfect in their 
buhnefs, fome, as TACHENIUS, obtained 
only half an ounce of oil. from one hun- 
dred. pouads of rof&s.—HAmBerG ob- 
tained one ounce from the fame quantity ; 
and HOFFMAN above twocunces, (N. B. 
The rofes in thofe inftances were Aripped 
of their calyxes and only the leaves uizd). 
In this country nothing like either can be 
had, and to obtain four maas (about 
опе drachm and bait} fromcighty pounds, 
which, deduimg the calyxes, comes to 
fomething lets than three drachmis per 
hundred pounds of role-leaves, the [ca- 
fon muit be very favourable 3nd the ope- 
ration carefully performed. 

The colour ot the аўд of rofes is no 
criterion of its goodnels, qua-itv, or coun« 
try. I have had this year, адаг of a fine 
emerald green, of a bright veilow, and 
of a reddiih hue, from the fame ground, 
and obtaincd by the fame proceis, only 
of roles collected at di&erent days. 

The caiyxes do not in any баре dim 
nif} the quality of the aétar ; nor impart 
any green colour tot; thouga perhaps they 
may auginent the quantity: but the trous 
ble песеЙагу to ftrip them muf, and ought 
to, prevent its being ever put in practice, 
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епаб laws which an arbitrary Monarch 
could refute to carry into execution. — 
Nothing at this meeting was determined, ac- 
cording sto a former refolution, that every 
queftion fhould be difcutfed three days before 
decifian, m 

M. Da Lally, who was one of the princi- 
pal fpeakers on the queftion, not only en- 
tered very profoucdly into the fubject, but 
made a report from the Committee who 
had been named to confider of this Article of 
the Conílitution ; an abftra&t' of which fol- 
lows: 

* That the Legiflative being divifible in 
its nature, and the Executive Power being 
indivi&ble, to the totality of the lait fhould 
be added a part of the firit,

{wallow up aM. Three powers will fopport 
each other; England is an example of it 
from the year +638.

The Ex-Prefident and the new Preficent 
made their complimentary addrefies, and the 
thanks of the Atfembly were given to M. le 
Comte de Clermont Tonnerre, for the dif- 
tinguifhed manner in which he filled the 
chair. 


Porutar TUMULT *, 

In confequence of various rumours propa- 
gated in Paris, of intrigues and cabals in the 
National Affembly, the minds of the mul- 
titude were inflamed to a high degree, 
They were told of a coalition between the 
Clergy and Nobleffe; дай that having ac- 
quired an afcendancy, it was no longer to 
be expected, that the nation could derive a 
free conftitution from the labours of the Pa- 
triotic Minority. They were told alfo, that 
the life of M, Mirabeau was in danger—that 
he had been attacked and wounded. One 
ftory had killed him with a fword, and ano- 
ther by poifon, The ferment raged violent~ 
ly; and at the Cafíé de Foi, on the precede 
Ing evening, at nine o'clock, the following 
refolution was come to : 

. '* The right of a Feto is deftructive of all 
liberty. I: will replunge us in the abvís of 
evils from which we are juft delivered. 
We muft fend a deputation to the National 
Affembly to десілге the fenfe of the nation 
On this point. Intrigue and corruption has 
&ined over many Members of that Affembly; 
We muft therefore denounce vengeance on 
them, fend them back, and chufeothers. It 
15 true, that they profefs to a& according to 
the inftractions of their conflituents. — Thefe 
Inftru&ions were digefted in times of dark- 
nefs, when we fill groaned under the yoke 


of prejudices and arbitrary power. But now 
that we have broken our fetters, that the 
natural energy of man in the exe:cife of his 
rights has fucceeded to helplefs floth, preju- 
dices have difappeared before the bright day 
of truth, &c. &c. It is only therefore now 
that the nation can truly give inftructions, 
or exprefs its will to its mandataries. The 
King is furrounded at Verfailles. I is ne- 
ceffary to his fafety, that he fhould commit 
himfelf to the leve and prote&ion of his 
faithful Parifians, Six Deputies fhall be fent 
to the Hotel de Ville, and twelve to the Na- 
tional Affembly; but to fupport with more 
efficacy the.reprefentations of the latter, they 
fhall be attended by a certain number of arm- 
ed men, of whom fifty fhall compofe a 
guard for M. de Mirabeau. They fhall af- 
femble by found of bell the fixty diftricts, 
and make known to them tha refolution of 
the Affembly of the Caffe de Foi.” 

The Patriotic Committee made known 
this Refolution to M. St. Prieft, by a letter, 
in which they demanded juftice on the Arif- 
tocratic Party, who were endeavouring to 
prevail in the National Affembly ; and that 
they were coming with 15,000 men to Ver- 
failles to enforce their refolution. 

M. de St. Prieft, alarmed at this commo- 
tion, and particularly at the enormous 111۲ of 
names profcribed by the Committee, 35 being 
guilty of реги: (the French inceffantiv 
invent new words to exprefs their ideas; 
this word Ziberticide is now mfed inftead of 
lexie -naticn), gave an account of it to the Pre- 
fident of the Affembly. 

At the opening of the fitting of this day, 
therefore, the Bithop de. Langres laid the 
matter before the Affembly. He had alfo 
received fevea anonymous letters, one to 
himfelf +, and fix to the Secretaries, full of 
the fevereft menaces againft thofe who were 
for the Royal Sanction, and for the periodi- 
city of the Affembly. That 2000 letters 
were ready to be fent into the Provinces, 


* M. de St. Hurugue, a gentleman of Burgundy, and a Jong time confined for a difor- 
dered mind, was the hero of this riot. Hs, with a few more períons equally mad, ran 
about the coffee-houfes with the news of the Emperor's having made pegce with the Turks, 
and that he was advancing with тсо,ооо men.

The debates on the King’s Right were 
cont'Gaed on Tuespay aud WEDNESDAY, 
Ѕерсзгарег s and 2, but nothing paífed of 
any great confequence, except the follow. 
ing. 

Monf, Petiou remarked, that the two pro- 
jecis abovemeutionesd were formed on the 
£uglifh Contticatian; of which the fupporters 
of them had fhewn all the advantages, but 
pone ofthe inconveniences. The Honfe of 
Lords, he faid, at every inffan: threatened 
the public liberty; a great many of them 
are fold to the King: new Peers have been 
created on purpote to pafs a particular biil : 
that it is not at all furprizing that the King 
ihould {дот reject a bit, finte he is anle 
to pafs any that he pleafes. That the Houfe 
of Lords is always compofed of Royzltts, 

Mouf. Mirabeau maintained the right of 
the King to fanétion an act, and (роке with 
a degree of eloquence beyond his accuítomed 
force, 

The Count de Entragues {poke warmly in 
favour of the Royal Prerogative, and main- 
tained the neceility of granting the King a 
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power fufficient to fecure the Executive au- 
thority from being encroaclied on by the Le- 
giflative power ; that it was the effence of 
every good Government to eftablith this 
maxim; and that it was not Jets interefting 
for the people to be proteéted againít the 
defpotifm of Kings, than againft that of 
their Repretentatives, Не concluded a very 
forcible fpeech by urging this argument,— 
that the tyranny of an individual was no 
doubt a great evil, but the tyranny of many 
was far more terrible. 

M, Guillard obferved, that if an abfolute 
negative was allowed the King, it would 
elevate him above the nation itfelf. This 
was againft the general wifh, and was even 
a property which the Afíembly could not 
alienate. The nation would ceafe to be free 
the moment any power whatever could op- * 
pofe its laws, or reftrain it from havieg thofe 
laws it defired. 

M. Barnave contended, that to allow the 
King an abfolute negative was only fit to 
arm the Chief againft the liberty of the 
people. 

M, Volney defined the word “© monarchy” 
to be a power where one perfon executes the 
law ef all, 1f the monarch enjoys an ab- 
{ойне ncgative, he annihilates the will of 
the fovercigaty of the nation. The execu» 
tive power which is entrufted to him is fuf- 
ficient; he has all. the fuperiority of an ac- 
tive force. 

M, Target fpoke with great eloquence, 
and examined the queftion in its double re- 
ference of theory and prag, He maine 
tained that the general will ought not to be 
fubmiflive ta aay kind of negative, and 
concluded by faying, ** We all with for the 
public welfure ; let us then march on with 
an equal pace, and let the tranquillity of 
this peaceful Aflembly be an omen, the 
fore-runaer of the liberty of the whole em- 
pire. 

М. Gregoire was more brilliant than any 
other, Ihe fad, the King being only an in- 
teral part of the legiflative power by the 
wil of the people, you cannot. beftow on 
him the abfolute negative, without your li- 
beity being compromited, You muft prove 
to me tha: the King is not liable to human’ 
paflions, that he poffeffes every moral vir- 
tue, before 1 grant him the fovereign au- 
thority, “ But the Reprefentatives of the 
nation may err ;"— 41 feel it, Y agree to it j 
let us then piace a bulwark араш our er- 
rors; aud let that be, а cufpenfion of the nee 
gative. 

The Abbe Maury took a different fide of 
the quettion, and {poke with great ability. 
He was for tig Royal negative in its moft 

abiq- 
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abfolute fenfe. He confidered this rampart 
of the power of the throne as the fureft 
way to preferve the liberty of the people. 

M, ‘Target propofed to difmifs the quef- 
tion for the prefent, and proceed to the next 
in order. It was agreed, accordingly, to 
begin the debate on the queftion, Whether 
the National Atfembly Ihall be permanent or 
periodical ? 

SEPTEMBER 3. 

Several Addretfes were prefented to the 
Affembly ;—ameng others, one from a Gen- 
tleman of Languedoc, in which he atked 
leave to give up a penfion he received from 
Government of $000 livres; and another 
from a Nobleman, who wifhed to renounce 
the right of feniority, and make an equal 
divifion with his brother of the paternal 
efate. 

SEPTEMBER 4. 


M. Target explained the leading principles 
On which he conceived the quettion, — 
Whether the National Aifembly mall be 
permanent or periodical? ought to be de- 
Cided. He obferved that, in the prefent 
ftate of things, annual fetfions were indifpen- 
fably песе агу to preferve the liberty they 
had juft acquired. Were the Aflembly 
to be periodical, there would often be oc- 
Cafion for new laws in the interval between 
опе {соп and another; and the power of 
Making laws provifionally could not be en- 
truited to the executive government, with- 
Out laying the foundation of a formidable 
defpotifm, The extirpation of abufes con- 
tinually reviving, required the watchful eye 
of the Legiflature ; and could not be dele- 
Sated without giving birth to a principle fub- 
Versive of liberty, Taxes could neither be 
IMpofed nor affetfed, without the prefence 
Of the legilative body, which, to be a due 
founterpoife aud check to its rival, the ex- 
ecutive power, muft, like it, be permanent, 
and always fit for action; In the formation 
Of the legiflative body, he thoaght unity 
Cifentially neceflary. 

. M. Mounier faid, it was idle to confult 
he inftruétions of their confijtuents on this 
fübje&. They would neither difcharge their 
duty to them, nor to their own confciences, 
it in the middle of a Revolution, which 
Might be called a conquett, they fhould flum- 
“er over the viétory they had fo glorioufly 
Obtained. A thoufaud motives of the molt 
Urgent nature demanded that the ۵ 
Body thould meet annually. After eftablith- 
Ms the Conftitutionto revife the civil and 
Criminal law—to affefs taxes and regulate 
the finances—to order fuppreffions, indem- 
"fications and redemptions—to form Mu- 
Miipalities and Provincial Affemblies—to

make ufeful regulations. and correct abufes 
—to conítruct the whole political edifices 
all required that the National Affembiy 
fhould be permanent, and that no other pe- 
гос thould be züigned to its activity, than 
the conciufion of the bufiaefs committed to 
its care, То guard againft any cafual pre- 
cipitation in the Reprefentatives of the peo- 
ple, he propofed to form a Senate, the 
members to be chofen by the Sail wicks, 
whofe bufinefs it fhould be, without an ab- 
falute negative to examine laws before their 
promuigation, to try Міпійегѕ accufed of 
maí-adminiitration, and to revife the judg- 
ments cf the Courts of Law. 

M. Rabaud de Saint Etienue made a moft 
eloquent and impreffive fpeech, oa the 
abules of tyranny, and the advantages of a 
reiponfible government. He was for grant- 
ing the King a fulpenfive, but by no means 
au abfolute negative; for declaring the Na- 
tional Affembly permanent, and tbat it 
fhould fit four months annually. 

M. Dupont, after an. exordium in which 
he pointed out the means of arriving at li- 
Бегу, and furmounting the obiticles which 
ftand between a people and this moft valu- 
able of human polfeffions, propofed, 


1. That the National Affembly fhould 
meet annually, after a complete re-election 
of all its members : 

2. That this body, for the difpatch of 
bufinefs, fhould divide into a Senate and a 
Houfe of Reprefentatives : 

3. That the Deputies fhould be ۵ 
of all orders and conditions ; and that the 
eleétors fhould choofe one out of three to 
be a Member of the Senate: 

4. That the powers of the two Honfes 
fhould be the fame, and that the one fhouid 
have no authority over the other: 

5. That no law fhould be propoíed but 
by the Houfe of Reprefentatives : 

6. That before being adopted, it Mould be 
difcutled provitionally by the Senate : 

7. That no refolution could be paffed 
into a Jaw before being three times debated 
by the Senate : 

8. That if the Senate fhould difapprove 
of any law propofed, it fhouid be obiiged 
to allign reafons و‎ and this it might do three 
times, provided not more than eight days 
fhould clapfe between eagh ditcuifion : 

9. That if after three difcuiiions the Se- 
nate Пота refufe its confent to a law, the 
law fhould be debated anew in the ceneral 
Ailemblv of both Houfes, and patled orres

The difcuffion of the Royal negative, 
although- fafpended in form, js continu- 
ed in fact. The oflenfible queftion before 
the Affembly is, Whether the legiflative 
‘body ‘Mall be permanent or periudic.] ? but 
our readers WIH obferve, that there is hardly 
ару avowed difference of opinion on this 
point, and that tbe real fubje¢ts of debate 
are, the Royal negative, and the upity of the 
“National Atfembly, 

M. de Harambures affuming, as an in- 
eontroverüble pofiuon, that the Nauonal 
Afvembly ought to ba permonent, was of 
“opinion that k оша meet annually in April, 
"and fit for fix months; that the number “oF 
Deputies fhould he reduced one-half, or at 
{едй one third 5 that there Ила! be no dif- 
wnction ot-erders ; and that having fat one 
faiiou fhould difqualify any: man io fit 
the next, or as long as the contiituent body 
might choofe to re-elect Inm. He leemed 
alio totik that all the Members сау fit 
süd vote in one houwe; phat hel maintained 
that the Royal fanetion was neceffary 
to every act of the legiflature, becaute it 
would be ab/urd to commit to the King the 
execution of laws enacted without his con- 
vac. In fupport of this do&trine. he 
argued, that of all forts of defsotifm, arit- 
tocratic defpotifra as the wort; that tue 
King coutd-bardly ever mittake the general 
will of the naton; and gif be fhould, an 
appeal to the people would infallibly соп. 
vince him of his errors; chat whenever he 
‘should think proper to interpofe his negative, 
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he would have a right to diffolve the .AZam- 
bly, and call a new ones and if this fecond 
Det fhould prefent the fame law to him, ne 
would be obliged to give nis ۰ 
M. Armand «Ахас fold, the manner 
in which the Aiiembly was conliizu:ed was 
equally adverfe to any divifion into feparate 
hoes, and an abfolete negative. Eze thought 
x füould be permanent, aud removed twenty 
jesgues at leat from the Court and the cas 
ptah The hiftory of France made no Men- 
' gien of the Royal fanction, and the initruc- 
Jons of their conĝituedts refpeéting tt were 
теше uniform nor clear. Some of them, 
from the Моей of Aurillac, for exampie, 
,went.the length of entrufiing the whole 
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legiflative power to the King ; but it would 
be abfurd in the reprefentutives of the па 
tion to bind themfeives to adopt the errors 
of thofe whom they repretfented. He was 
for allowing the King a provifional negative 
only. 

M. Thouret, with much eloquence and 
force of argument, maintained the perma- 
nence of the Afiembly, and expoted the 
inconveniences to. be apprehended from the 
Senate propofed by the Committee of Cone 
Ritution ; but he endeavoured to prove that 
the good of the people, their liberty, and 
the prefervation of the body politic, required 
that the King faou'd have an abfolute- ne- 
gatives; and that the refuíal of fupplies, 
public opinion, the permanence. of the Na- 
tional Affembly, the eftablifhment of Pro- 
vincial Ademblies, a national miiitia, the 
refponfibility of men in office, and above all, 
the LIBERTY of the press, the encreafing 
fcourge of bad Minifters, would always be 
fufücient checks арап! the unconttitntional 
exercife of this prerogative. 

М. Peytion, after recapitniating the argu” 
ments for the permanence of the Affembly, 
and corroborating them hy quoting the prac- 
tice of the ancient Champs de Mars, held 
annually in order to mske laws, obferved, 
that the want of permanence iif the legifla- 
hve body wes..a defect in the conititu- 
tion of the Britifh Parliament, which had 
been annihilated, in effect, for feventeen 
years hy Charles И. ; and infiited, that as foon 
as the Provincial Aifemblies were properly 
organized, and the mode of ele&ion afcer- 
tained, the National Diet fhould have the 
right to ailemble, without the concurrence 
of the Executive Power, Не objected to 
the Senate propofed by the Committee ; 
bet added, that lie fhould not be арап di- 
viding the Affembly into two parts, formed 
either by the Affembly itíelf, or by the 
elementary Affemblies; and legge(ted the 
American Conttitution as a model for that 
purpofe, On the whole, however, he in- 
clined to think that the Afiembly оџа сон“ 
tinue undivided, taking care to provide, by 
wife regulations, араш hafiy or inconfi- 
derate decifions. М. Peytion then reviewed 
the arguments in fupport of an abfolute 
negative, «€ Public opinion," fays one, ** will 
prevent the King from refafiog his fanétion 
toa wholefome law," Public opinion 15 
flow in its motions, and rarely approaches 
Kings. The opinion that furrounds thé 
throne, is by no means the opinion of the 
public. © We will rofuie fupplies;" fays апо" 
ther. The remedy is more dangerous 
than the abufz; it is, in fa&, to flop thé 
whole political machine. — Circumitanct? 
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16 have recourfe to it. Jn cafe of war, for 
fhall we fuir our poffeflions to 
be ravifhed from vs, our cities to be burnt, 
and the whole nation to ре ruined, that we 
may procure the Royal Affent to a law ?

M. Mounter, a Member of the Commit-

by that Committee, defended with great 
ability the plan in general, and the Senate 
aad abfolate negative which it recommends. 
The Count de Montmorency oppnied a 
Senate, as a complete State Iuguifition و‎ 
aod an abfolute negative, as a thoufand 
limes more dangerous than Minilterial ty- 
Fanny. М. Dupont, whofe fentiments we 
hive already given in our account of the pro» 
€eedings of the 4th, cloted the debate.

Their 
gift was computed to be of the value of 
600,000 livres, 


PraMANENCY and ORGANIZATION of the 
NATIONAL AssemBiy, and Royal 
SANCTION. 


The Aífembly proceeded again in the dif- 
cuffion of the above important topics, and 
though they had been fo frequently agitated, 
they {till received new lights from the talents 
ef the Speakers. 

M. de Lanjuinais, who began the debate, 
referred to England in a manner highly de- 
ferving the attention of our fellow-citizens. 
He endeavoured to fhew the dangers that 
Monarchy would fuer, if, in organizing 
the Legiflative Power, they admitted a Se- 
nate in the manner fuggefted by M. Mou- 
nier, or an Upper Houle like that of Eng- 
land, which was the focus of ariftocracy. 
He added, that tbe people of England, 
whofe Conftitution is fo loudly boaíted of, 
were anxious for the overthrow and ex- 
tin&ion of their Houfe of Lords fpiritual and 
temporal ; that the Royal negative was never 
exercifed in England, becaute the Minifler 
fabftituted feduction in its ftead; that in 
that Tfland all were venal; that at the end 
of the eigiiteenth century it would be dif- 
graceful to take a vitiated Government 
for a model ; that the Americans bad beeu 
wife enough to improve on the Englifh fyf- 
tem ; aud that nothing now prevented 
them from improving ou the Anglo- Ame- 
rican.

The Abbé Sycyes made an admirable 
fpeech, which evidently had a great effect 
on the Affembly. He was of opinion, that 
they ought to begin by organizing of the 
Provincial Atfemblies, fo as that they feve- 
rally fhould have no power except by their 
union and integrity ; that as the Legiflative 
Power fhould not have any inflaence on the 
Executive, it would be abfurd to give to it 
the right of a negative ; that this negative, 
if it was neceffary, might be exercifed by 
the Legiflature itfelf, by dividing itfelf into 
two Chambers ; that they could not object to 
the permanency of the Affembly, on condi- 
tion that each Member fhould be chofen for 
three years, and that one third of the Af- 
fembly fhould be changed every year, The 
Honourable Member concluded by propofing 
a Committee, who, before they fhould de- 
cide оп thefe great queftions, fhould fubmit 
to the Affembly a plan for organizing the 
Provincial Affemblies. 

The Marquis de Sillery fucceeded the 
Abbe Syeyes ; and fuch was the impreffion 
be made, that every fentence almoft was 
accompanied by the moft lively plaudits. 
He was for the fufpenfive negative merely.

Lord Vallerort immediately rofe, and in 
a ve y neat, pertinent, and wel-tumed ha- 
rangue, moved an Addre!s to his Majefty to 
thank him for his moft gracious Specch trem 
the Throne. His Loréfhip began with apo- 
lozizing for his own inab lity, declaring 
himfelf confsicus of his want of talents fur- 
ficient to exeufe fuch an intrufien on the 
tiene of the Houle; Lut relyirg on their can. 
dour, and hoping to be favourcd with that 
indulgence which they were kaown to be 
ready at all times to extend to nerfons not 
accuftomed to (реак im public, he faid, he 
would venture to cbey ths impulfe of ^is 
heart, and the morc confidently as he fatter- 
ed himfelf the motion he Mould conclude 
with, would be fuch as muft meet with the 
unanimous concurrence of the Houfe. He 
wihed, however, to trefpafs on their time 
only for a very few minutes. This he was 
enabled to premife as the facts ftatcd in his 
Majefty’s Speech were fo plain, obvious and 
fatisfa£tory, that they required no ingenuity 
to explain, no cloquence to embellifh. The 
Speech prefented what muft to the minds 
of Englithrnen afford a fincere joy and grati- 
fication mixed indeed with a juft concern 
for others, viz. a comparifen between the 
fituation of other European States and our 
own as they now ftcod.

France fcarcely a province was tree from 
anarchy and confution; the old laws had 
been extingeithed withcut being as yet re- 
plage by now cues j the capital was at the 
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will of а licentious mob, who had already 
practifed the moft unexampled cruclties, and 
the King was almoft a prifoner in his own 
palace, In the Netherlands the Standard of 
Independence had been erected, and there 
appéarcd to be a general determination in the 
inhabitants to withdraw their allegiance from 
the Sovereign under whofe government they 
had fo long ccntinued. If we turned our 
сусѕ to the North, we fhould fce the north- 
ern powers equally involved in all the hor- 
rors of war, In the midft of thefe jarring 
intercfts, in the midét of this feene of general 
warfare, foreign and аотейіс, we had the 
happinefs to find, that alk the European 
powers were united in one fentiincat, that of 
a pacific eifpofition towards Great Bruzins 
We therefore Rood атой tbe fingig exaniple, 
of a country enjoying all the bjefings of 
pesce, with thofe its moft beneficial effects, 
an uninterrupted commerce, and daily ex- 
tending trade, to the man-feft advantage of 
our manufa€tures, the confiderable increafe 
of our revenucs, and the soit flattering 
proof of our growing profperity. Having 
defzribedthe happincfs we enjoyed very forci- 
bly, and touched upon the benefits derived 
from cur excellent. Conitifution, his Lord. 
їзїр proceeded to advert to the fubíeavent 
parts of his Majctty's Speech, апі appealed 
to the Ноаѓе whether they could enough ad- 
mire (he paternal care of his Majefty, and 
the wifdom and prudence of his Miniiters, 
exemplified in the meafure taken to put a 
{top to the exportation of corn at a moment 
when there was rcafon to apprehend a fcarci- 
ty cf that effemtially nezeffary commodity, 
Among the various evils cccafioned by the 
diftracijons in foreiga parts, not the Ісай 
alarming was the prefent general want of 
grain, and the fear of a famine, owing to 
their liaving, in confequence of the different 
poiitical ftruggles in which they were en- 
gaged, neglected the cultivation of their 
lands, from whence alone they could have 
been enabled to {есеге themfelves from fo 
dreadful а dilemma, His Majefty therefore, 
and his Minifters, were entitled to the grati-

Could pretend'to be. After handfomely re- 
turning thanks to the Houfe for their fa- 
Vourable attention, his Lordfhip concluded 
with reading his Motion for an Addrefs, 
Which was, as ufual, an echo to the Speech, 
Mr. Cawthorne rofe to fecond the Addrefs, 
but confined himfelf to a compliment to the 
Mover on his very eloquent fpeech, and to

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The Clerk having read the order from the 
Journals, Mr. Wilberforce moved, That the 
Houte fhould refolve itfelf into a Committee 
on the Slave Trade on Wednefday next. 

Mr. Gafcoyne was of opinion, that on a 
queition of fuch moment the Houfe fhould 
not be hurried into a decifion. Ona bufi- 
nefs of fuch magnitude, he thought it rather 
Gngular that notice fhould be given on Fri- 
day, that it would be difcuffed on the ۰ 
nefday following. He had cautioufly weighed 
the обје, and the more he confidered it, 
the more he was confirmed in his opinion of 
the danger which muft arife ‘from adopting 
the fentiments of Mr, Wilberforce. He 
was not fingular in his objections, for he 
had confulted feveral refpectable Members of 
the Houfe, who joined with him in rapro- 
bating the fyftem which had been recom- 
mended by the Honourabls Gentleman and 
other reformers. It had been hinted to him, 
that it was intended to bring on a motion 
this day, to have the bufinefs fubmitted to a 
Sile Committee above ftairs ; this he had 
mentioned to feveral gentlemen, who agreed 
unanimoufly that fuch a meafure would be 
highly improper. He could not, he faid, 
avoid addreffing the candour and juice of 
the Houfe, not to accede to any fuch propo- 
fion, He had no obje&ion to have the 
matter come before Parliament, as it did 
laít Seffion, before a Committee of the whole 
Houfe; but he muft enter his formal proteit 
againft having it agitated above ftairs. It 
Was not now the time to enter intothe merits 
or demerits of the queftion, and he withed 
that any further confideration on the Slave 
Trade thould be deferrzd to Тп ау fe'n- 
night, The queftion was of that nature, 
that he faw infinite danger in eftablifhing 
a precedent fimilar to that propofed by Mr. 
Wilberforce, to have a matter of fuch im- 
portance come before a private Committee, 
and hoped thatthe part he had taken would 
not be imputed to motives of delay, as he 
had no doubt -but, if the fabje&t was once 
thoroughly underftood, that the Houfe 
Would unanimoufly agree with him in opi- 
Bion. He therefore moved an amendment, 
that the words < Wednefday next" Mould 
be left out, and <“ Thurfday fe'nnight" be 
fubítituted in their room, 

Mr. Wilberforce expreffed his furprife, 
that а queftion fo well underftood fhould 
Now fuffer by unneceffary delay.—He faid, 
that whatever he had to propofs, was not 
his fentiments alone, He had converfed 
With others better acquainted with the fub- 
Је than he was, who agreed with him in 
Opinion, as to the mode which he withed to 
Purfue, being the moft likely to expedite the 
bufnefs, If the matter was to be cone 
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иеа agreeable to Mr, Gafcoyne’s with, 
it would come on when the preffure of pub- 
lic bufinefs would be fo great, that there 
would be no profpe&t of bringing it to a 
conclufion. Не trutled that he would withe 
draw the amendment, and not occafion, by 
his oppofition to the motion, a div fon of 
the Houfe. As (оте obisction h.d been 
made to a private Committee, he wou'd 
take that opportunity of obfervine, that in 
fuch cafe tle bufinefs would be conducted 
in the fame manner as it was laft Sefior, as 
the Minutes would be regularly printed, and 
fent down to the Houfv, and Counfel heard 
at the bar. This mode of proceeding 
would accelerate, and not delay the bufinefs. 
Subftantial juitice would be done to all par- 
ties, and that procraftination avoided, which 
fhould be the with of Mr. Gafcoyne and his 
noble colleague (Lord Penrhyn), for whofe 
opinion, Mr. Wilberforce faid, he had every 
fpecies of deference and ۲ 

Mr. Gafcoyne wi(hed that it might not 
bethought that delay was hiscbjie2. He 
thought the proceeding by a Committee 
above ftairs, on a bufineís of fuch impor- 
tance, a novel proceeding; and that the 
Members fhould bz fummoned to give their 
Opinion on the meafure, and ought not to be 
taken by furprife. 

Mr. Fox expreffed his difspprobation at

was given, fince the meeting of Parliament 
was fufficient to apprize the Houfe of the 
difcuffion of the queition. He warme 
Parliament againfl any unfair methods, 
which might be ufed to create delay ; it be- 
hoved them to гей every propofition which 
might be made to excite procraitination. 

Sr William Young was of opinion, that 
from the order of the day, which had been

Mr. Wilberforce did 
not vfe any unhecoming precipitancy in the 
bufinefs ; he only had recourfe to thofe pre.

without mentioning any fpecific moce to be 
adopted hereafter ; that would be a matter 
of future difcuffion; and he thought that 
the amendment could not be agreed to by 
the Houfe, without incurring a charge of 
voluntary delay. 

Alderman Sawbridge faid, that there was 
not an inftance in the annals of Parliament, 
of a доп of (ис magnitude being 
fübmitted to a Private Committee above 
fairs, and would therefore cheerfully fecond 
the mover of the amendment.

Leeds, Earl of Chatham, &c. which lafted 
four hours, when be was committed to pri- 
fon for further examination. He proves ta 
be the fame perfon who wrote a libel araintt 
his Majefty, and fuck it on the whalebone 
in the Court-yard, St. James’s, about a fort= 
night fince, and figned his name Jobn Frith, 
Lieutenant of the fecond battalion of Royale; 
Afier undergoing feveral other examinations, 
he was committed to Newgate for trial on a 
charge of high treafon, 

The five following malefaétors were 
brought out of the debtors door adjoining to 
Newgate, and executed on a temporary gale 
lows, viz. Lyon Hart and Emanuel Marks, 
two Jews, and Andrew Haikes, for a foot;

Art, 1T. They agree to form and con- 
ceuire among themfelves a Sovereign Power, 
limited to their mutual defence—the right 
of making war and peace—raifing and pay- 
ing a national army—-making and repairing 
fortífications-—forming and concluding al- 
liances offenfive and defenfive with foreign 
powers—/fending and receiving Ambaffadors, 
Refidents, Agents, &c, the whole of which, 
without diftinction, fhall be done by, and 
under the fole authority of the power thus 
united, without any reference to the refpec- 
tive Provinces; each of which, however, 
will have its due influence, through the me. 
dium of its Reprefentatives, in the delibe- 
rations that fhall take place relative to the 
different objets included in this Treaty. 

Art. Hl. For the exercite of this Sove- 
reign Power, there fhal! bea Congrefsof De- 
puties from each Province, under the name 
pf the ** Sovereign Congrefs of the United 


Belgie States.” 
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Art. IV, The Provinces Фа alevayg 
pProfefs the Roman Catholic and Apoftolic 
Religion, anû inviolably maintain the Unity 
of the Church; and the Congreis fhall, 
thercfore, be bound to follow and maintain 
Connexion with the Holy See, 

Att. V. The Congres alone fhal) have 
the power of coining money in the name of 
the United Belgic States, andto fix its ftan- 
dard and value. 

Art. VI Fhe Provinces of the Union 
fhall make provifion for the expences at- 
tending the exercife of Sovereign Power, in 
the fame proportion as nnder their laft Sove- 
reign. 

Art. VII, Each Province fhall preferve 
all its rights of Savereignty, its laws, liberty, 
and independencs, in ali cafes except thofe 
in which they have mutually agreed«to cede 
them to the Sovereign Congrefs. 

Ar. VIII, In cafe «ny difference fhalt 
arife refpecting the general contribution to- 
wards the expences of the State, or апу. 
other object whatever, either between the 
Congrefs and ове of the Provinces, or he. 
tween one Province and another, the Con- 
grefs fhall endeavour to fettle them amica- 
bly; but fhould the endeavours of Congrefs 
fai, then each Province fhall, at the requi- 
fition of either party, nominate a perfon to 
fettle the matter in difpute; and both par- 
ties fhall be bound to abide by the decifion or 
award that fhall be made by the pertons thus 
nominated. 

Art. IX, The United States pledze and 
bind themfelves mutually to а each other, 
and to make a common caufe, as often as 
any one of them fhal! be attacked. 

Art, X. One Province fhall not be ar li- 
berty to contract any alliance or engagement 
with another Province, without the confent 
of Congrefs. The Province of Flanders, 
however, fhall be at liberty to re-unite with 
Welt Flanders, on condition that each 1 
have its Reprefentatives in Congrefs, with a 
right to vote freely, and without controul. 

Art. Xl. The Union thall be permanent 
and irrevocable. 

Art. XIL Civil and Military employments 
fhall never be intrufted to one and the fame 
periu. No Member of Congrefs Mall be 
employed їз any military fervice, nor fhall 
any officer in. the army be capable of being 
ele€ted a Member of Congrefs, 

All perfons in the fervice of, or receiving 
a penfion under any name whatever from
